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PUBLIC  OR  GENERAL  ACTS. 


Chap.  1. — An  ACT  for  the  Assessment  of  Persons,  Property,  Income 
and  Salaries. 

Passed  February  16,  1866. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  assembly,  That  chapter  thirty-  ch.  35,  Code  of 
five  of  the  Code  (edition  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty)  be  ^  JJ!^Spd 
amended  and  re-enacted  so  that,  with  the  amendments,  the 
same  shall  read  as  follows: 

ITo.  of  commissioners;  term  of  office;  residence;  districts ,  how  changed. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  assembly,  That  there  shall  Number  of 
be  three  commissioners  of  the  revenue  for  each  of  the  coun-  c001™18810116™ 
ties  of  Franklin,  Loudoun,  Pittsylvania  and  Rockingham; 

two  for  each  of  the  counties  of  Accomack,  Albemarle,  Au- 
gusta, Bath,  Bedford,  Botetourt,  Brunswick,  Buckingham, 
Campbell,  Caroline,  Carroll,  Charlotte,  Chesterfield,  Culpeper, 
Dinwiddie,  Fauquier,  Frederick,  Giles,  Grayson,  Halifax, 
Hanover,  Henrico,  Henry,  Lee,  Louisa,  Mecklenburg,  Mont- 
gomery, Nansemond,  Norfolk,  Patrick,  Prince  William,  Rock- 
bridge, Russell,  Scott,  Shenandoah,  Smyth,  Southampton, 
Spotsylvania,  Sussex,  Tazewell,  Washington  and  Wythe;  one 
for  every  other  county  now  existing,  or  which  may  be  here- 
after created;  and  three  for  the  city  of  Richmond,  and  one 
for  each  of  the  corporations  of  Danville,  Fredericksburg, 
Lynchburg,  Norfolk,  Petersburg,  Portsmouth,  Staunton,  Wil- 
liamsburg and  Winchester;  which  said  commissioners  shall 
be  elected,  give  bond  and  be  qualified  as  prescribed  by  law. 

2.  The  term  of  office  of  a  commissioner  of  the  revenue  Term  of  office 
(unless  to  fill  a  vacancy)  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of 
January  next  after  his  election. 

3.  In  those  counties  and  corporations  in  which  there,  may  District* 
be  more  than  one  commissioner,  each  shall  be  for  a  certain 
district,  which  the  court  of  the  county  or  corporation  shall 
designate  by  number.     The  bounds  of  each  district  shall  also  How chattel 
be  laid  off  and  described  by  an  order  of  such  court,  and  may 

at  any  time  be  changed  by  such  court. 

Qualification  and  bonds  of  commissioners. 

4.  Every  person  elected  commissioner  shall,  within  sixty  QuaiuicaUon 
days  thereafter,  and  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  and  bol'a" 
office,  before  the  court  of  the  county  or  corporation  wherein 

he  was  ejected,  take  the  several  oaths  required  by  law,  and 
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give  bond  with  sufficient  security,  in  a  penalty  of  five  thousai 
dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duti< 
of  his  office ;  whioh  bond  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  con 
monwealth  of  Virginia;  and  after  being  acknowledged  i 
Failure  to  open  court,  shall  be  entered  of  record  in  such  court.  If  an 
qua  ^  commissioner  shall  fail  to  take  such  oaths  and  give  such  bon 

within  the  time  herein  prescribed,  his  office  shall  be  deeme* 
vacant ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  of  the  count; 
or  corporation  to  declare  the  vacancy  and  to  direct  an  elec 
with  what  an-  tion.    The  qualification,  unless  to  fill  a  vacancy  of  part  of  thi 
thority  invested  term  of  his  predecessor,  shall  not  be  construed  to  invest  sucl 
commissioner  with  authority  to  act  as  such  before  the  tim< 
appointed  for  him  to  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  dutiei 
within  what     of  his  office.     If  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy,  the  commission^] 
time  to  qualify   shall  quaiifv  within  thirty  days  after  the  day  of  election. 

Clerks  to  send  copies  of  bonds  to  auditor. 

Copieiof  bond*  5.  Within  ten  days  after  the  bond  is  given,  and  the  several 
ditor 8eut  to  au  oaths  of  office  taken,  the  clerk  of  the  court  wherein  said 
bond  is  directed  to  be  filed  and  recorded,  shall  transmit  & 
copy  thereof,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  order  of  court 
showing  the  qualification  of  such  commissioner  and  acknow- 
penaity  on  clerk  ledgment  of  said  bond,  to  the  auditor  of  public  accounts.  If 
any  clerk  shall  fail  to  perform  this  duty,  a  fine  shall  be  im- 
posed on  him  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars ;  and  a  like  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  period  of  ten 
days  thereafter  that  he  shall  fail  to  make  such  return. 

Commissioner's  jurisdiction. 

jurisdiction  6.  The  jurisdiction,  powers  and  duties  of  a  commissioner 

shall  not  extend  beyond  the  bounds  of  his  district,  except  to 
grant  license  to  exercise  a  privilege  which  is  not  local,  and 
which  may  be  exercised  in  or  out  of  such  district,  according 
to  existing  laws. 

Assistant  commissioner. 

Assistant  7.  A  commissioner,  unable  from  sickness  or  other  cause  to 

commissioner  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  may,  at  his  own  expense, 
with  the  consent  of  the  county  or  corporation  court,  employ 
a  person  (approved  by  the  court)  to  assist  him.  Such  assis- 
tant, after  taking  the  proper  oaths,  may  discharge  any  of  the 
duties  of  commissioner,  and  the  principal  and  his  sureties 
shall  be  liable  for  the  faithful  performance  of  such  duties. 

Communications  from  auditor  to  commissioners  and  the  courts. 

rommanica-  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  to 

toTRtoTO™mmis-  prepare,  and  forward  to  the  commissioners  of  the  revenue, 

Hiotxu*  printed  forms  of  the  land  and  property  books;  and  he  shall 

also,  by  letter  or  printed  circular,  give  such  instructions  to

1>.  Tlie  auditor  of  public  accounts  shall  communicate  any  (••miinmiicn- 
instances  of  the  misconduct  or  neglect  of  any  commissioner,  torTo^iuIVouiii 
•>r  any  evidence  of  his  incapacity,  furnisbed  by  anything  in 
the  auditor's  office,  in  a  letter  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  of 
the  county,  or  corporation  wherein  such  commissioner  was 
elected;  wluclt  lei ter  the  clerk  shall  lay  before  the  court  at 
the  first  term  after  it  is  received. 

Power  fa  remove .  aiul  reappoint. 

10.    Upon  any  complaint  bcim*  -made  of  a  commissioner  by  Power  to 
smell  letter  or  otherwise,  or  whenever   the  court  is  satisued  appoint 
that  tliere  has  been  neglect  of  duty,  or  that.  i\  commissioner 
is    incapable    of   performing   the    duties    of  his   office    with 
efficiency,   it   may  order  a  summons   to  issue,  re<piirin«jj  the 
com  mi<s  iouer  to  appear  be  fort*  the  court  at  the  next  term. 
And  after  such  summons  shall  have  been  served  on  the  com- 
missioner, in  tlte  manner  prescribed    in   the   lirst  section  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  of  the  (1odeof  Virginia, 
for  at    least  ten  days  before  the  return  day  thereof,  the  court 
shall,  at  the  term  to  which  such  summons  is  returnable,  or  to 
which  it  may  be  continued,  consider  the  matters  of  the  sum- 
mons, and  if  it  shall  be  of  opinion  that,  sufficient  cause  exists, 
shall  make  an  order  for  his  removal,  and  order  an  election  to 
1111  the  vacancy.

thereon.  The  value  of  lands  and  lots  as  now  ascertained,  and 
the  ascertained  value  of  new  grants  which  may  hereafter  be 
entered  and  assessed,  shall  be  permanent,  and  shall  not  be 
changed,  except  to  allow  the  addition  of  the  value  of  im- 
provements, or  a  total  or  partial  deduction  of  the  value  of 
such  improvements. 

Real  estate  exempt  from  taxation;  exception. 

Real  estate  «•      14.   All  real  estate  used  for  the  erection  of  churches   or 
empt  from  tax*- for  ^jvme  WOrship,  and  for  a  parsonage,  not  exceeding  the 
quantity  allowed  by  law  to  be  held  for  such  purposes;  public 
burying  grounds,  appropriated  and  not  for  sale;  or  belonging 
to  any  county,  city  or  town,  and  used  for  public  or  charitable 
purposes,  and  not  held  or  leased  out  for  profit;  or  belonging 
to  incorporated  colleges,  free  schools  and  academies,  and  used 
for  college  or  school  purposes;  or  to  the  university  of  Vir- 
ginia; to  the  Virginia  military  institute;  to  the  institution 
for  the  education  of  tho  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  blind;  to  the 
lunatic  asylums;  to  orphan   asylums;   to  the  ladies  Mount 
Vernon  association;  exclusively  to  the  commonwealth;  ar- 
mories belonging  to  military  organizations  organized  by  the 
laws  of  this  state,  and  used  exclusively  for  military  purposes; 
and  all  such  estate  used  exclusively  for  the  safe-keeping  of 
fire  engines  and  for  the  meeting  of  fire  companies,  whether 
owned  by  a  fire  company  or  by  a  city  or  town — shall  be  ex- 
Proviao  etnpt  from  taxation:  provided,  however,  that  nothing  herein 

contained  shall  be  construed  to  exempt  from  taxation  auy  lot 
or  building  partially  or  wholly  used  as  a  residence,  or  for  any 
private  purpose,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Wlien  a  commissioner  shall  commence  his  assessment. 

Aaicaamcnt,  15.   Each  commissioner  shall  commence  annually  on  tho 

meSSod  bccom"  first  day  of  February,  and  proceed,  without  delay,  to  ascer- 
tain all  tho  real  estate  in  his  district,  and  the  person  to  whom 
the  same  is  chargeable  with  taxes,  on  that  day.

Form  of  land  book. 

Form  of  land  23.  The  commissioner  shall  make  out  his  land  book  in  such 
form  as  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  may  prescribe;  and 
the  auditor  shall  so  arrange  such  book,  tfyat  it  may  show  in 
one  table  the  tracts  of  land,  and  in  a  separate  table  the  town 
lots,  as  follows,  to  wit:

What  shown  in     24.   In  the  table  of  tracts  of  land  the  commissioner  shall 
{Jndoof  tmcUof  enter  each  tract  separately,  and  shall  set  forth  in  as  many 
separate  columns  as  may  be  necessary,  the  name  of  the  per- 
son who  by  himself  or  his  tenant  has  the  freehold  in  posses- 
sion, his  place  of  residence,  the  nature  of  his  estate,  wnether 
in  fee  or  for  life,  the  number  of  acres  in  the  tract,  the  name 
of  the  tract,  if  it  has  a  name,  and  a  description  of  it  with 
reference  to  contiguous  tracts,  or  to  the  water  courses,  moun- 
tains, or  other  places,  on  or  near  which  it  lies,  the  distance 
and  bearing  from  the  courthouse,  tho  value  of  the  land  per 
acre,  including  buildings,  the  value  of  the  lands  and  buildings, 
the  sum  included  in  the  value  on  account  of  buildings,  the 
amount  of  tax  on  the  whole  tract  at  the  legal  rate,  and  from 
whom,  when  and  how  the  owner  derived  the  land,  where  this 
is  known,  with  a  note  and  explanation  of  any  alteration  made, 
showing  why  and  upon  what  authority  it  was  made.

What  «howu  in     25.   In  the  table  of  town  lots  he  shall  enter  separately  each 
uhio  of  towu     jot^  an(j  g|)ajj  gefc  ft^h  \Q  ag  ma,iy  separate  columns  as  may 

be  necessary,  the  name  of  the  person,  his  residence  and  estate, 
as  in  the  table  of  tracts  of  land.  The  commissioner  shall  set 
forth  in  other  columns  the  number  of  each  lot  in  the  town, 
with  the  name  of  the  town,  if  not  previously  placed  in  the 
caption  or  heading  of  the  table ;  a  description,  where  the 
person  does  not  own  the  whole  lot,  of  the  part  which  he 
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Mrns;  the  value  of  the  buildings  on  the  lot;  the  value  of  the 
l)t.  including  buildings;  the  amount  of  tax  at  the  legal  rate; 
xad  like  notice  of  the  source  of  the  title,  and  explanation  of 
iterations,  as  in  the  table  of  tracts  of  land. 

irhat  changes  in  commissioner'' 8  land  book  shall  he  made. 

-6.  Such  changes  as  may  happen  within  the  district  of  any  what  change  in 
commissioner,  shall  be  noted  by  him  in  his  land  book;   and  made  ^^ t0  e 
t.t  each  failure  to  make  explanatory  notes  of  such  changes,  Penalty 
and  showing  why  and  upon  what  authority  such  change  was 
made,  the  commissioner  shall  forfeit  not  less  than  twenty 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  addition 
thereto  may  have  his  pay  suspended  until  such  notes  are  so 
made. 

'27.  He  shall  enter  in  the  said  book  and  assess  the  value  of  au  grant*  to  be 
nJi  lands  in  his  district,  appearing  by  the  register's  abstract 
to  have  been  granted.  If  he  shall  fail  to  enter  any  grant,  Penalty 
(mentioned  in  the  register's  abstract)  on  the  first  land  book 
made  out  after  the  abstract  shall  have  been  received  by  him, 
te  shall  for  such  failure,  forfeit  twenty  dollars  to  the  com- 
monwealth, and  a  like  sum  to  the  grantee,  which  shall  be  re- 
coverable in  a  separate  proceeding. 

2*.   Real  estate  purchased  for  the  commonwealth,  at  a  sale  Land  purchased 
for  taxes,  shall  not  be  thereafter  entered  in  the  said  book,  but  weaiiiTnouo  i* 
the  auditor  shall  keep  a  register  thereof.     When,  however  entered  in  land 
any  real  estate  so  purchased  appears  by  the  auditor's  certifi-  How  when  ro- 
<*ate  to  have   been  redeemed,  the  same  shall  be  replaced  in  deemed 
*aid  hook,  in  the  name  of  the  former  owner  or  his  grantee. 
When  real   estate  is  sold  for  taxes  to  individuals,  the  com-  when  land  sold 
mireioner  shall  note  on  his  land  book  the  number  of  acres  ortax08 
*o  sold,  and  to  whom,  but  shall  continue  the  whole  tract  of 
land  upon  his  land  book  in  the  name  of  the  former  owner, 
nntil  the  purchaser  obtains  a  deed  therefor.

Chap.  1. — An  ACT  for  the  Assessment  of  Persons,  Property,  Income 
and  Salaries. 

Passed  February  15,  1866. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  assembly,  That  chapter  thirty-  ch.  35,  Code  of 
five  of  the  Code  (edition  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty)  be  vn*|  JJ^JJ^ 
amended  and  re-enacted  so  that,  with  the  amendments,  the 
same  shall  read  as  follows: 

No.  of  commissioners;  term  of  office;  residence;  districts ,  how  changed. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  assembly,  That  there  shall  Number  of 
be  three  commissioners  of  the  revenue  for  each  of  the  coun-  commi88lonerB 
ties  of  Franklin,  Loudoun,  Pittsylvania  and   Rockingham; 

two  for  each  of  the  counties  of  Accomack,  Albemarle,  Au- 
gusta, Bath,  Bedford,  Botetourt,  Brunswick,  Buckingham, 
Campbell,  Caroline,  Carroll,  Charlotte,  Chesterfield,  Culpeper, 
Dinwiddie,  Fauquier,  Frederick,  Giles,  Grayson,  Halifax, 
Hanover,  Henrico,  Henry,  Lee,  Louisa,  Mecklenburg,  Mont- 
gomery, Nansemond,  Norfolk,  Patrick,  Prince  William,  Rock- 
bridge, Russell,  Scott,  Shenandoah,  Smyth,  Southampton, 
Spotsylvania,  Sussex,  Tazewell,  Washington  and  Wythe;  one 
for  every  other  county  now  existing,  or  which  may  be  here- 
after created;  and  three  for  the  city  of  Richmond,  and  one 
for  each  of  the  corporations  of  Danville,  Fredericksburg, 
Lynchburg,  Norfolk,  Petersburg,  Portsmouth,  Staunton,  Wil- 
liamsburg and  Winchester;  which  said  commissioners  shall 
be  elected,  give  bond  and  be  qualified  as  prescribed  by  law. 

2.  The  term  of  office  of  a  commissioner  of  the  revenue  Term  of  office 
(unless  to  fill  a  vacancy)  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of 
January  next  after  his  election. 

3.  In  those  counties  and  corporations  in  which  there^  may  District* 
be  more  than  one  commissioner,  each  shall  be  for  a  certain 
district,  which  the  court  of  the  county  or  corporation  shall 
designate  by  number.     The  bounds  of  each  district  shall  also  How  chanr<-<i 
be  laid  off  and  described  by  an  order  of  such  court,  and  may

Qualification  and  bonds  of  commissioners. 

4.  Every  person  elected  commissioner  shall,  within  sixty  Qualification

Clerks  to  send  copies  of  bonds  to  auditor. 

Copie«of  bond*  5.  Within  ten  days  after  the  bond  is  given,  and  the  several 
ditor  *°nt  to  au  oaths  of  office  taken,  the  clerk  of  the  court  wherein  said 
bond  is  directed  to  be  filed  and  recorded,  shall  transmit  & 
copy  thereof,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  order  of  court 
showing  the  qualification  of  such  commissioner  and  acknow- 
Penaity  on  clerk  ledgment  of  said  bond,  to  the  auditor  of  public  accounts.  If 
any  clerk  shall  fail  to  perform  this  duty,  a  fine  shall  be  im- 
posed on  him  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars ;  and  a  like  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  period  of  ten 
days  thereafter  that  he  shall  fail  to  make  such  return. 

Commissioner's  jurisdiction. 

juriBdiction  6.   The  jurisdiction,  powers  and  duties  of  a  commissioner 

shall  not  extend  beyond  the  bounds  of  his  district,  except  to 
grant  license  to  exercise  a  privilege  which  is  not  local,  and 
which  may  be  exercised  in  or  out  of  such  district,  according 
to  existing  laws. 

Assistant  commissioner. 

Asidstant  7.  A  commissioner,  unable  from  sickness  or  other  cause  to 

commiiwioncr  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  may,  at  his  own  expense, 
with  the  consent  of  the  county  or  corporation  court,  employ 
a  person  (approved  by  the  court)  to  assist  him.

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guardian,  it  shall  be  listed  by  and  taxed  to  his  father,  if  any 
ke  has ;  if  he  has  no  father,  then  it  shall  be  listed  by  and  taxed 
to  his  mother,  if  any  he  has ;  and  if  he  has  neither  guardian, 
frther  nor  mother,  it  shall  be  listed  by  and  taxed  to  the  per- 
son in  possession.  If  the  property  is  the  separate  property 
of  a  married  woman,  it  shall  be  listed  by  and  taxed  to  her 
husband,  if  of  sound  mind ;  if  not  of  sound  mind,  to  herself. 
If  the  property  be  of  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person,  it  shall 
be  listed  by  the  personal  representative  or  person  in  posses- 
sion, and  taxed  to  the  estate  of  such  deceased  person.  If  the 
property  be  owned  by  an  idiot  or  lunatic,  it  shall  be  listed  by 
and  taxed  to  his  committee,  if  any;  if  none  has  been  ap- 
pointed, then  such  property  shall  be  listed  by  and  taxed  to 
the  person  in  possession.  If  the  property  is  held  in  trust  for 
the  benefit  of  another,  it  shall  be  listed  by  and  taxed  to  the 
trustee,  unless  the  owner  thereof  has  listed  the  same  in  his 
own  name.  If  the  property  belong  to  a  company  or  firm,  it 
fchall  be  listed  by  and  taxed  to  the  company  or  firm.  If  the 
property  belong  to  a  corporation,  which  property  is  not  other- 
vise  taxed,  it  shall  be  listed  and  taxed  to  the  corporation  by 
the  principal  accounting  officer,  and  at  the  principal  place  of 
business  of  such  corporation ;  but  if  not  so  listed,  it  shall  be 
feted  and  taxed  in  the  place  where  the  property  is.  If  the 
property  consists  of  money,  bonds,  or  other  evidences  of 
debt,  under  the  control  or  in  the  possession  of  a  receiver  or 
commissioner,  it  shall  be  listed  by  and  taxed  to  such  receiver 
or  commissioner.  If  the  property  consists  of  money  or  other 
thing  deposited  to  the  credit  of  any  suit,  and  not  in  the  hands 
of  a  receiver,  it  6hall  be  listed  by  and  taxed  to  the  clerk  of 
the  court  in  which  the  suit  is.  If  the  property  is  not  situated 
in  the  county  or  corporation  in  which  the  owner  resides,  such 
owner  shall,  nevertheless,  list  the  same  in  the  county  or  cor- 
poration of  his  residence ;  but  such  property  may  also  be 
listed  and  taxed  to  the  person  in  whose  possession  the  same 
»;  but  if  it  appear  by  the  certificate  of  the  commissioner  of 
the  county  where  the  owner  resides,  that  the  same  has  been 
listed  by  him,  it  shall  be  released  from  taxation  by  the  court 
of  the  county  in  which  the  person  in  possession  other  than 
the  owner  resides.  If  such  property  consists  of  money, 
bonds,  stocks  or  other  evidences  of  public  or  private  debts, 
in  any  county  or  state  other  than  Virginia,  it  shall  be  listed 
by  and  taxed  to  the  owner  thereof,  at  its  value  in  this  state. 
If  property  be  listed  by  and  taxed  to  any  person  other  than 
the  owner,  it  shall  not  be  delivered  to  the  owner  until  the 
taxes  thereon  are  paid,  or  indemnity  given  to  the  person  in 
possession,  for  the  payment  thereof.

51.  The  commissioner  shall  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished 
to  each  person,  forms  for  lists  and  valuations,  and  such  person 
shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  make  out  and  deliver  to  the 
commissioner,  or  deposit  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  or  cor- 
poration court,  statements  of  all  personal  estate,  moneys, 
contracts  and  credits  which  such  person  is  required  by  this 
act  to  list,  and  of  all  subjects  and  persons  on  account  of 
which  he  is  chargeable  with  taxes.  The  number  of  forms 
deemed  necessary  for  each  commissioner,  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  to  such  commissioner.  The 
person  who  receives  such  form  shall  annex,  in  pursuance 
thereof,  valuations  of  the  property  required  to  be  listed,  and 
shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath,  to  be  appended  to  such 
statement,  to  the  following  effect,  viz : 

"I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge  and  belief,  the  annexed  statements  contain  accu- 
rate, full  and  complete  lists  of  all  personal  estate,  moneys, 
credits  and  capital,  whether  the  same  are  in  or  out  of  the 
state,  which  I  am  required  to  list,  and  of  all  subjects  and 
persons  on  account  of  which  I  am  chargeable  with  taxes,  and 
that,  in  my  opinion,  the  valuations  of  property  listed  are  not 
below  the  fair  cash  value  thereof.     So  help  me  God." 

And  the  auditor  shall  furnish  to  the  commissioner  the  blank 
list  of  taxables,  with  the  required  oath  printed  on  the  back, 
which  said  oath  shall  be  taken  before  the  commissioner  or 
some  other  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths;  and  it 
shall  be  signed  by  the  tax  payer;  and  where  a  person  gives 
in  the  list  for  another,  he  shall  make  and  sign  the  oath  as  if 
he  were  acting  for  himself,  and  the  lists  so  taken  shall  be 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court;  and  he  shall  examine 
the  books  to  ascertain  that  they  are  so  filed. 

52.  Such  oath  may  be  administered  by  the  commissioner 
or  any  other  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  an  oath ;

Each 
copy  shall  be  examined  by  the  auditor  of  public  accounts, 
with  the  book  of  the  preceding  year,  and  with  the  tran- 
scripts, abstracts  or  statements  from  the  records  required  to 
be  furnished.  He  shall  note  all  errors  and  omissions,  and 
transmit  a  statement  to  the  proper  commissioner  for  the  suc- 
ceeding year.  This  copy  shall  be  a  guide  for  the  auditor  to 
settle  by  with  such  sheriff  or  other  officer.  It  shall  be  ad- 
mitted as  evidence  in  any  proceeding  for  judgment  against 
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such  sheriff  or  officer  on  account  of  the  taxes  with  which  he 
is  chargeable. 

73.  If  the  duty  prescribed  by  the  seventieth  section  shall  Penalties 
a*t  be  performed  before  the  first  day  of  June,  or  if  the  duty 
prescribed  by  the  seventy-first  section  shall  not  be  performed 
Wfore  the  fifteenth  day  of  June,  or  if  the  duty  prescribed 

:>v  the  seventy-second  section  shall  not  be  performed  before 
the  first  day  of  August,  the  commissioner  iailing  to  perform 
any  of  these  duties,  shall,  for  such  failure,  pay  a  fine  of  not 
Ie<3  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 
And  moreover,  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  shall  suspend 
*he  payment  of  his  compensation. 

74.  The  commissioner  may  require  from  the  clerk,  sheriff  Receipt,  of 
(or  other  officer)  and  auditor,  a  receipt  or  acknowledgment  whora  rcquircd 
in  writing  of  the  delivery  of  the  said  books  to  them  respec- 
tively. 

Fees  of  commissioners. 

75.  Each  commissioner  shall  be  entitled  to  the  following  Fees  of  commis-

<nch  parcel,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner;  for  making  an  assess- 
ment, when  requested  by  any  owner  of  any  part  of  the  land, 
trader  the  thirtieth  section,  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents, 
for  which  the  parties  amongst  whom  the  land  is  divided  shall 
he  jointly  and  severally  liable,  except  where  the  commis- 
sioners proceedings  are  confirmed  by  the  court:  in  which 
cise  the  party  complaining  shall  pay  the  commissioner's  fee, 
h  addition  to  the  cost  incurred  in  consequence  of  the  appli- 
cation to  the  court;  for  making  an  entry  transferring  lands, 
tefore  charged  to  one  person,  unto  another,  one  dollar,  which 
4tall  be  charged  to  the  person  to  whom  the  transfer  is  made, 
md  be  a  compensation  for  all  the  tracts  in  the  commissioner's 
•Hrtrict  conveyed  by  the  same  deed;  for  an  entry  of  any  land 
according  to  the  thirty-fourth  and  thirty-sixth  sections,  one 
dollar;  which  shall  be  charged  to  the  person  for  whom  the 
eatry  is  made. 

Fees,  how  made  out  and  collected. 

76.  The  commissioners  may  make  out  tickets  for  their  fees,  How  made  out 
and  place  them  in  the  hands  of  a  sheriff  or  other  ofiicer,  to  be  andcoUcct^ 
collected  and  accounted  for  in  the  same  manner  that  clerks' 

i"ee«  are  collected  and  accounted  for.  The  said  commission- 
ers shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  as  clerks  of  courts 
for  issuing  tickets  wrongfully. 

Commissioner*  s  compensation  other  than  fees. 

77.  Every  commissioner  of  the  revenue  shall  be  entitled  to  other  compen- 
recttve,  in  consideration  of  his  services,  to  be  paid  on  or  be- 6at,on  than  feea 
fore  the  first  day  of  September,  out  of  the  treasury,  upon  the 

warrant  of  the  auditor  of  public  accounts,  a  commission  of

assessed  by  him  on  persons,  on  real  and  personal  property, 
income  and  salaries,  within  the  preceding  twelve  months. 
But  where  taxes  assessed  in  any  district  in  a  county  exceed; 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  the  commission  allowed  on  the  ex- 
cess shall  be  only  one  and  one-half  per  cent. ;  and  where  the 
said  taxes  assessed  in  any  district  in  a  town  exceed  sixteen 
thousand  dollars,  the  commission  allowed  on  the  excess  shall 
be  only  one  per  cent. 
Exception*  78.   The  preceding  section  shall  not  have  the  effect  to  re- 

duce the  compensation  to  each  of  the  commissioners  of  the 
counties  of  Bath,  Carroll  and  Prince  William,  and  the  corpo- 
ration of  Danville,  below  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  dollars;  and  each  of  the  commissioners  of  the  counties 
of  Grayson  and  Giles,  and  the  city  of  Williamsburg,  below 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars;  and  the  allowance  to  any 
commissioner  of  any  county  not  mentioned  in  this  section, 
now  existing,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  created,  shall,  at  the 
election  of  the  commissioner,  be  the  commissions  allowed  in 
the  next  preceding  section,  or  a  specific  allowance  of  one

for  regi>tration   shall  also  pay  to  the  several  commissioners  all  postage  ad- 
of  vanced  by  them  in  the  transmission  of  their  books,  or  any 

correspondence  touching  the  duties  of  their  office,  and  a  fee 
of  three  cents  for  each  birth  and  death  registered  and  re- 
turned by  them. 

When  compensation  suspended. 

When  compen-  79.  The  said  compensation  hereby  allowed  to  a  commis- 
pended8  8US  sioner  shall  be  denied,  unless  he  has  punctually  performed  his 
duties  in  reference  to  listing  of  births  and  deaths,  to  the  as- 
sessment of  property  and  licenses,  and  made  all  reports  re- 
quired, within  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  or  can  show  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  a  strong  and 
sufficient  reason  for  his  delay.  In  every  such  case  the  auditor 
may  settle  with  such  commissioner  for  his  services,  upon 
equitable  principles.

Every  commissioner  of  the  revenue  shall  deliver  to  the 
hownpro»Jcuted  foreman  of  every  grand  jury  a  statement  of  all  offences  against 
the  revenue  laws  of  this  commonwealth  (and  shall  also  deliver 
a  copy  of  such  statement  to  the  attorney  for  the  common- 
wealth) known  to  him,  together  with  a  list  of  the  witnesses 
by  whom  it  is  expected  to  prove  the  offence,  and  also  trans- 
mit a  copy  thereof  to  the  auditor  of  public  accounts;  and  no 
commissioner  6hall  draw  from  the  treasury  any  money,  unless 
and  until  he  make  such  report,  verified  by  affidavit,  specify- 
ing the  offences,  and  the  persons  committing  the  same,  or 
that  no  violations  have  been  discovered  by  him.

County  levy 


Mode  of  recovering  fines. 

90.  Any  action  or  motion  for  the  recovery  of  any  fine  or 
forfeiture  prescribed  by  this  act,  against  any  commissioner  of 
the  revenue  or  clerk,  may  be  instituted  or  made  by  the  audi- 
tor of  public  accounts,  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  city  of 
Richmond,  according  to  the  second  section  of  the  forty-third 
chapter  of  the  Code.

net  earnings  of  the  road  or  canal,  such  net  earnings  shall  be 
reported  as  aforesaid ;  and  if,  instead  of  a  tax  on  the  gross 
or  net  earnings,  a  tax  shall  be  levied  on  the  passengers  and 
the  amount  received  or  realized  for  transportation  of  freight, 
the  report  shall  be  made  accordingly.    In  all  cases  the  report 
ihail  be  made  so  as  to  give  the  data  upon  which  the  tax  levied 
by  law  can  be  ascertained  and  assessed.    If  such  road  or  where  road  or 
canal  ia  only  in  part  within  this  commonwealth,  the  report  partly  in°thc 
shall  show  the  entire  length  of  the  road  or  canal ;  how  much  «tat« 
thereof  is  in,  and  how  much  is  out  of  this  state,  and  appor- 
tion the  earnings  received  or  realized  as  aforesaid,  or  the 
passengers,  a9  the  case  may  be,  according  to  the  length  which 
the  road  or  canal  in  this  state  bears  to  the  whole  of  the  -cad 
or  canal.

95.  Every  insurance  company  not  incorporated  by  this  Foreign  intra- 
state, and  doing  business  therein,  shall,  in  June  and  December  "e^whe^and 
of  each  year,  make  report  to  the  auditor  of  public  accounts,  what  report 
ob  oath,  showing  the  amount  of  assessments  collected  and 8haU       e 
premiums  received,  and  obligations  for  premiums  from  such 
business,  for  the  six  months  ending  on  the  first  day  of  June 

and  December  next  preceding,  and  shall  immediately  pay  the 
tax  imposed  by  law  on  such  assessments  and  premiums  into 
the  treasury.  This  tax  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  license  tax 
for  the  privilege  of  operating  in  this  state.    If  such  company  Penalty 
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fail  to  make  such  report  and  pay  such  tax,  the  company  and 
each  agent  shall  be  liable  for  the  same,  and  each  shall  forfeit 
not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  two  thou- 
sand dollars.

No  person  shall,  without  a  license  authorized  by  law,  sell, 
contract  to  sell  or  offer  to  sell,  for  himself  or  for  others,  for 
profit  or  on  commission,  or  for  other  compensation,  any  per- 
sonal property  by  deed  or  other  writing,  by  delivery,  sample, 
card  or  other  representation,  including  as  such,  coal  oil,  salt 
and  copperas  water,  except  as  follows,  to  wit: 

First — The  owner  of  any  such  property,  except  coal  oil, 
salt  and  copperas  water,  may  sell  the  same  without  a  license, 
if  it  was  acquired  in  payment  of  a  debt,  or  in  the  usual  course 
of  trade,  devise  or  inheritance,  and  not  so  acquired  for  sale 
for  profit. 

Second — A  farmer  or  planter  may  sell  the  products  of  his 
farm,  except  as  aforesaid. 

Third — A  publisher  may  sell  books,  pamphlets  or  other 
periodicals  at  the  place  of  publication,  and  the  publisher  of  a 
newspaper  printed  and  published  in  this  state,  may  sell  the 
same  at  the  place  of  publication  aud  elsewhere  in  this  state 
without  a  license. 

Fourth — Teachers,  officers  or  trustees  of  any  college,  school 
or  seminary  of  learning,  may  soH  at  such  college,  school  or 
seminary,  text-books  to  the  students  thereof. 

Fifth — Any  article  of  merchandise  or  trade  (except  wine, 
spirituous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  of  any  of  them) 
made  in  this  state  wholly  and  exclusively  by  the  manufac- 
turer's personal  labor,  may  be  sold  by  the  manufacturer  at 
the  place  of  manufacture  without  a  license.  But  all  articles 
partially  made  elsewhere  and  put  together  or  otherwise  com- 
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pfeted  by  such  manufacturer,  shall,  if  sold,  be  sold  under  a 
ionise. 

Sixth — Horses,  mules,  asses,  jennets,  cattle,  sheep,  hogs,  or  Uve  mock 
any  other  live  stock  raised  on  any  farm,  or  which  have  re- 
sumed there  as  long  as  three  months  as  the  property  of  the 
owner  or  tenant  for  a  year  of  such  farm,  may  be  sold  at  such 
fenn,  or  may  be  driven  away  and  sold  (before  being  slaugh- 
tered) at  any  other  place  without  a  license.

But  no  sale  shall  be  made  hy 
such  auctioneer  at  any  place  other  than  the  house  or  other 
definite  place  named  in  the  license  as  the  place  of  business, 
or  at  such  other  place  as  the  person  owning  the  property  is 
authorized,  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  to  sell  the  same  by  auc- 
tion.    Nor  shall   any  auctioneer  be  allowed  to  sell  goods, 
wares,  merchandise  or  other  articles  as  aforesaid,  in  any 
county,  town  or  corporation,  unless  the  owner  thereof  has 
obtained  a  license,  if  a  license  is  required  to  sell  the  same  in 
this  state,  and  has  paid  a  tax  as  a  merchant,  and  as  much  as 
Penalty  a  merchant  would  be  required  to  pay  for  one  year.     For  a 

sale  otherwise,  or  for  a  sale  of  anything  prohibited,  and  for 
any  violation  of  this  section,  the  person  offending  shall  pay  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five 
thousand  dollars  for  each  offence. 
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Real  estate  auctioneers. 


18.  Any  person  licensed  as  a  real  estate  auctioneer  may  Real  estate  auc-

For  any  violation  of  this  section,  the  person  offending  shall  Penalty 
pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  fixe 
kundred.  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Common  criers. 

20.  A  common  crier  may  cry  for  sale,  at  any  place  in  the  Common  crier 
county  or  corporation  in  which  his  license  issued,  any  pro-  J^e8andprivl" 
perty,  real  or  personal,  for  an  auctioneer,  fiduciary,  or  for  the 

owner  of  property,  where  such  owner  is  authorized  to  sell 
the  same  by  auction;  but  he  shall  not  conduct  a  sale  other- 
wise than  under  the  present  and  immediate  direction  of  the 
S ■©perty  owner  or  other  person  authorized  to  sell  the  same, 
e  shall  not,  as  such  crier,  receive  money  on  account  of  the 
sale,  grant  acquittances  or  give  any  evidence  of  a  sale  or  title 
to  the  purchaser.  He  may  receive  for  his  services  a  stated 
compensation,  but  he  shall  not  receive  any  commission  or  per 
eentage  on  the  amount  of  the  sale,  nor  any  specific  or  contin- 
gent interest  in  the  sale  as  a  compensation  for  his  services. 
For  any  violation  of  this  section,  the  person  offending  shall  Penalty 

Cy  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  five 
mdred  dollars  for  each  offence.  No  common  crier  shall  act 
m  such  in  a  city  or  town  having  a  population  exceeding  one 
thousand  persons.

eu  jectto  game,  shall  be  held  and  treated,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  pen- 
alties of  a  person  canvassing  or  purchasing  without  a  license; 
but  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  any  person 
from  purchasing  without  a  license,  any  of  the  matters  afore- 
said for  his  own  use,  or  for  the  use  of  his  family.  But  in  all 
such  canvassing  or  purchasing  it  shall  be  held  that  a  license 
is  required,  unless  and  until  it  be  satisfactorily  shown  that  the 
person  canvassing  or  purchasing  is  bona  fide  operating  for 
rcnaity  his  own  use  or  the  use  of  his  family.

No  person  shall,  without  a  license  authorized  by  law, 
act  as  a  ship  broker  or  stock  broker;  and  any  person  who  deals 
in  coin,  foreign  or  domestic  exchange,  government  stocks  or 
other  certificates  of  public  debt,  certificates  of  debt  or  shares 
in  any  corporation  or  chartered  company,  bank  notes  or  any 
other  notes  used  as  a  currency,  or  who  buys  or  sells  the  same  or 
any  of  them  on  commission  or  for  other  compensation,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  stock  broker.  A  stock  broker  shall  have  the 
right  to  buy  and  sell  for  profit,  or  to  sell  on  commission,  the 
coin,  exchange,  stocks,  certificates  of  debt,  shares  in  chartered 
companies,  bank  notes  and  notes  used  as  a  currency  as  afore- 

Pcnaity  said;  and  he  may  sell  either  privately  or  by  auction.     Any 

person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  pay  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  Ave 
thousand  dollars  for  each  offence.

pawn  brokers  23.  No  person  shall,  without  a  license  authorized  by  law, 
lend  money  or  other  thing  upon  pawn,  for  profit,  or  in  any 
manner  lend  or  advance  money,  for  profit,  for  or  on  account 
of  personal  property  deposited  with  the  lender  in  pledge.

The  per- 
son licensed  shall  also  keep  an  account  of  the  number  of  per- 
sons attending,  so  as  to  enable  him  to  render  a  statement 
thereof  on  oath.  Whenever  the  performance  shall  be  licensed, 
the  actors  operating  thereat  under  the  license,  shall  be  exempt 
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from  a  license;  but  unless  the  performance  shall  be  so  licensed, 
ach  person  engaged  therein  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  for 
a  violation  of  this  section.  Every  license  and  tax  thereon 
sfeall  be  for  each  performance,  but  a  license  for  a  theatrical 
performance  may,  if  the  person  applying  for  the  same  desire 
it.  be  for  the  term  of  one  week.

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Commissions  to  sheriffs  and  collectors. 

Commission*  72,  Every  sheriff  or  collector  receiving  taxes  on  licenses 
shall  be  allowed  a  commission  of  two  per  centum  for  their 
collection  on  the  first  five  thousand  dollars,  and  one  per 
centum  upon  any  excess  over  that  sum;  and  if  he  shall  punc- 
tually pay  the  same  into  the  treasury  within  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  law,  he  shall  be  allowed  an  additional  compensation 
of  two  per  centum  on  the  first  five  thousand  dollars,  and  of 
one  per  centum  on  any  excess  over  that  sum. 

Sheriff's  return  of  licenses. 

Sheriff'*  return  73.  The  sheriff  or  collector  shall  be  furnished  by  the  auditor 
of  iicenaca  ^  public  accounts  with  forms,  arranged  so  as  to  show  the 
date  of  each  certificate  for  obtaining  a  license  issued  by  a 
commissioner  of  the  revenue,  and  delivered  to  such  sheriff 
or  collector;  the  name  of  the  person,  firm  or  company  to 
whom  it  was  issued,  and  the  amount  of  tax  assessed  thereby. 
The  sheriff  or  collector  shall  list  all  such  certificates  received 
by  him,  according  to  such  forms,  and  return  the  list  to  the 
auditor  of  public  accounts  at  the  time  he  is  required  by  law  to 
pay  the  taxes  on  such  licenses,  and  shall  make  oath  to  the 
truth  of  such  list  or  report ;  and  if  such  sheriff  or  collector 
have  deputies,  such  form  sh:nl  be  so  arranged  that  the  prin- 
cipal and  each  deputy  shall  make  oath  to  a  list  concerning  the 
operations  of  his  district. 

Property  and  profits  of  a  licensed  business;  when  not  exempt  from

Commissioner  s  fees  on  licenses. 

Coranii^ioner's      75.    For  every  certificate  issued  by  a  commissioner  to  a 
fees  person  desiring,  or  who  ought  to  obtain  a  license,  the  com- 

missioner shall  be  entitled  to  a  lee  of  seventy-five  cents  for 
each  certificate.  He  shall  also  receive  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  for 
a  transfer  of  a  license.  All  such  fees  shall  be  paid  by  the 
person  obtaining  the  certificate  or  transfer,  as  the  case  may 
be;  and  where  the  person,  firm  or  company  applies  for  a  cer- 
tificate, the  same  may  be  withheld  until  the  fees  are  paid.

76.  Capital  invested  in  any  trade  or  business,  in  respect  to  what  is  capital 
vhich  a  license  has  been  issued  and  taxed,  and  by  reason  !nne^ceMcd  °utl* 
thereof  exempt  from  taxation,  shall  be  held  to  consist  of  the 

•money  employed  in  the  necessary,  actual  and  active  opera- 
tions of  the  business,  and  the  goods,  wares  and  merchandise 
which  are  the  subjects  of  sale  under  a  lisense,  and  such  other 
capital  as  may  be  named  and  exempted  in  specified  cases,  if 
any;  but  "credits,"  other  than  those  accruing  from  the 
licensed  business,  within  the  year  or  licensed  term,  and  the 
year  next  preceding,  shall  in  no  case  be  held  to  be  capital; 
nor  shall  '•  moneys,"  not  used  as  in  this  section  specified,  be 
held  to  be  capital;  nor  shall  "credits"  be  oftset  against  debts 
created  in  the  course  of  such  trade  or  business  until  such 
debts  are  taxed  as  credits. 

Sheriffs  and  collectors  to  report  licenses. 

77.  Every  sheriff  and  every  sergeant  of  a  corporation  who  shcrii&and  coi- 
is  collector  of  the  public  taxes,  shall  note  and  keep  a  memo-  jf^JJJ^0  report 
randnm  of  every  omission  or  violation  of  duty  of  every  com- 
missioner of  the  revenue  which  he  discovers;  and  he  shall 

report  in  writing,  on  oath,  to  the  common  wealth's  attorney 
ind  to  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  all  such  omissions  and 
violations  of  duty.  If  none  be  discovered  by  him,  he  shall  in 
like  manner  make  report  thereof.  For  a  failure  to  make  such 
report,  all  commissions  and  other  compensation  allowed  him 
for  the  collection  of  the  taxes  and  other  public  dues,  shall  be 
withheld  until  such  report  is  made,  or  the  failure  to  make  the 
same  satisiactorily  accounted  for  to  the  auditor  of  public 
accounts.

amount  of  taxes.  If  the  assessment  exceeds  the  proper 
amount,  the  court  may  order  that  the  applicant  be  exone- 
rated from  the  payment  of  so  much  as  is  erroneously  charged, 
if  not  already  paid ;  and  if  paid,  that  it  be  refunded  to  him  ; 
and  if  the  assessment  be  less  than  the  proper  amount,  the 
court  shall  order  that  the  applicant  pay  the  proper  taxes,  and 
shall  furnish  the  auditor  of  public  accounts  with  the  new 
assessment. 

80.  An  order  of  exoneration  made  as  aforesaid,  delivered 
to  the  sheriff  or  collector,  shall  restrain  him  from  collecting 
so  much  as  is  thus  erroneously  charged ;  or  if  the  same  has 
already  been  collected,  shall  compel  him  to  refund  the  money,

81.  If  what  was  so  erroneously  charged  has  been  paid  into

84.  In  all  cases  where  the  population  of  any  county,  city  Population  of 
or  town  is  a  data  for  estimating  the  taxes  imposed  by  law  for  howDea?w2,d, 
the  exercise  of  any  privilege  therein,  or  for  any  other  pur-  and  dadfifor  e* 
poee,  the  commissioner  shall  assume  that  the  white  and  negro  mat  ngtaxea 
population  is  five  and  a  half  times  the  number  of  white 

rns  and  negroes  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
estimate  of  the  white  and  negro  population,  made  as 
aforesaid,  may  be  held  to  constitute  the  population  for  the 
purposes  as  aforesaid.

Such  action  of  debt  may  be  in- 
stituted at  any  time  within  five  years  after  the  offence  was 
committed,  and  shall  be  for  the  maximum  penalty  prescribed, 
and  for  each  violation  of  any  of  the  laws  and  prohibitions 
contained  in  this  act.

In  case  the  defendant  be  arrested  and  in  custody 
for  want  of  bail,  he  may,  at  the  time  of  arrest,  or  at  any  time 
before  a  judgment  be  rendered  in  the  action,  give  bond,  with 
sufficient  security,  in  a  penalty  equal  to  the  penalty  sued  for, 
to  the  officer  making  the  arrest,  or  to  the  clerk  of  the  court 
wherein  the  action  was  instituted.

But  the  persons  described  as  the  fifth  class  of 
bread  and  water  vagrants,  in  the  second  section  of  this  act,  may  be  arrested 
without  warrant  by  the  special  county  or  corporation  police, 
and  when  so  arrested  shall  be  taken  before  a  justice,  who 
shall  proceed  to  dispose  of  them  in  the  mode  prescribed  in 
this  section,  or  may  at  once  direct  them  to  be  committed  to 
prison  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  months,  to  be  kept 
in  close  confinement  and  fed  on  bread  and  water. 

2.   The  following  described  persons  shall  be  liable  to  the 
penalties  imposed  by  law  upon  vagrants  :

Second — All  persons  who,  not  having  wherewith  to  main- 
tain themselves  and  their  families,  live  idly  and  without 
employment,  and  refuse  to  work  for  the  usual  and  common 
wages  given  to  other  laborers  in  the  like  work  in  the  place 
where  they  then  are. 

Third — All  persons  who  shall  refuse  to  perform  the  work 
which  shall  be  allotted  to  them  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
as  aforesaid. 

Fourth — All  persons  going  about  from  door  to  door,  or 
placing  themselves  in  streets,  highways  or  other  roads,  to 
beg  alms,  and  all  other  persons  wandering  abroad  and  beg- 
ging, unless  disabled  or  incapable  of  labor. 

I  iffch — All  persons  who  shall  come  from  any  place  without 
this  commonwealth  to  any  place  within  it,  and  shall  be  found 
loitering  and  residing  therein,  and  shall  follow  no  labor,  trade, 
occupation  or  business,  and  have  no  visible  means  of  subsis- 
tence, and  can  give  no  reasonable  account  of  themselves  or 
their  business  in  such  place.

pany, in  general  meeting,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  August, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  of  the  other  part,  witnesseth : 

"Whereas  it  is  a  matter  of  the  highest  importance  to  the 
state  of  Virginia,  that  the  water  line  between  the  Chesapeake 
bay  and  the  Ohio  river,  which  will  open  the  great  west  and 
southwest,  and  its  immense  trade  to  the  markets  of  the 
world,  by  the  shortest,  cheapest,  safest  and  most  certain  route, 
and  lead  to  an  incalculable  increase  of  the  direct  foreign 
trade  of  Virginia,  should  be  promptly  completed,  the  parties 
of  the  first  part,  desiring  not  only  to  secure  to  themselves 
and  their  associates  the  profits  of  the  line  when  completed, 
but  to  France  the  primary  advantages  of  the  direct  trade 
with  her,  which  the  line  must  establish,  have  proposed  to 
purchase  the  line  from  Richmond  to  the  Ohio  river,  with  the 
right  and  obligation  to  complete  the  same;  and  the  president 
and  directors  of  the  James  river  and  Kanawha  company  and 
the  board  of  public  works  of  Virginia  concurring  in  these 
views,  and  sympathizing  strongly  with  the  parties  of  the  first 
part,  in  their  desire  to  establish  direct  trade  with  France,  the 
ancient  ally  of  the  United  States,  the  said  president  and  di- 
rectors of  the  James  river  and  Kanawha  company  have  en- 
tered into  negotiation  with  the  parties  of  the  first  part,  and 
have,  with  the  approbation  of  the  board  of  public  works, 
entered  into  a  provisional  agreement  with  them,  as  herein  set 
forth.  And  since  it  is  necessary  to  procure  the  approval  of 
the  general  assembly  to  the  said  agreement,  therefore,  sub- 
ject to  said  approval,  the  said  James  river  and  Kanawha  com- 
pany do  contract  and  agree  with  the  said  parties  of  the  first 
part  as  follows ;  that  is  to  say : 

"1.  A  new  company  shall  be  formed,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  The  Virginia  Canal  Company,  with  a  capital  stock 
of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  thirty-five  millions  of 
dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each ;  to  which  shall 
be  transferred  all  the  property  and  franchises  of  the  James

3.  A  general  meeting  of  stockholders  may  be  held  at  any

13.  The  board  shall  hold  meetings  at  such  times  as  they 
shall  see  fit,  or  the  president  shall  require.  Questions  before 
it  shall  be  decided  viva  voce.  No  member  of  the  board  shall 
vote  on  a  question  in  which  he  is  personally  interested  other- 
wise than  as  a  stockholder.  The  names  of  those  voting  each 
way  shall  be  taken  down,  if  desired  at  the  time  by  any 
member. 
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Officers  and  agent*  of  the  company;  their  compensation. 

14.  Subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  etockhold-  officers 
ere  in  general  meeting,  and  the  by-laws,  the  board  shall  ap- 
point a  secretary  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  it  may 
deem  proper,  and  prescribe  their  duties,  liabilities  and  com- 
pensation. They  shall  require  from  such  of  them  as  they  Bonds 
deem  proper,  bonds  payable  to  the  company,  with  such 
conditions  as  the  board  may  require,  and  with  such  sureties 

is  it  may  approve;  and  the  officers  shall  hold  their  places  du- 
ring its  pleasure.    The  compensation  to  the  president  and  now  compensa- 
<lirector8  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  stockholders  in  general  JJJJ  afr«cto«ent 
meeting ;  and  to  all  other  officers,  by  the  board  of  directors,  fixed 
unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  the  stockholders. 

Renxedy  against  delinquent  stockholders. 

15.  If  the  money  which  any  stockholder  has  to  pay  upon  stock  of  deiin- 
his  shares,  be  not  paid  as  required  by  the  president  and  direc-  ^ni&ata!e&Sr' 
tors,  the  same,  with  interest  thereon,  may  be  recovered  by 

warrant,  action  or  motion;  or  such  shares  may,  after  notice 
in  a  newspaper  for  one  month  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale, 
be  sold  at  public  auction  for  ready  money,  and  transferred  to 
the  purchaser. 

16.  Out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  there  shall  be  paid  How  disbursed 
the  charges,  and  the  money  which  ought  to  have  been  paid 

upon  the  said  shares,  with  interest  thereon.  Any  surplus 
shall  be  paid  to  the  delinquent  or  his  representative. 

17.  If  there  be  no  sale  for  want  of  bidders,  or  if  the  sale  Remedy  if  stock 
shall  not  produce  enough  to  pay  the  charges,  and  the  money  Sui  amount 
which  ought  to  be  paid,  with  interest,  the  company  may  re- 
cover against  such  stockholder  whatever  may  remain  unpaid, 

with  interest  thereon,  by  warrant,  action  or  motion,  as  afore- 
said. 

18.  No  stock  shall  be  assigned  on  the  books  without  the  when  stock  as- 
consent  of  the  company,  until  all  the  money  which  has  be- 8fgned 

come  payable  thereon  shall  have  been  paid;  and  on  any  as- 
signment, the  assignee  and  assignor  shall  each  be  liable  for 
any  instalments  which  may  have  accrued,  or  which  may 
thereafter  accrue,  and  may  be  proceeded  against  in  the  man- 
ner before  provided. 

19.  A  person  in  whose  name  shares  of  stock  stand  on  the  Who  owner 
books  of  the  6aid  company,  shall  be  deemed  the  owner 
thereof,  as  it  regards  the  company. 

20.  The  European  parties  and  stockholders  may,  as  be-  European  pnr- 
tween  themselves,  determine  what  their  relative  rights  and 
obligations  shall  be. 

Regulations  for  transfers  of  stock. 

21.  If  any  such  person  shall,  for  valuable  consideration,  How  transfers 
sell,  pledge  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  of  his  shares  of  stock 
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to  another,  and  deliver  to  him  the  certificate  for  such  shares, 
with  a  power  of  attorney  authorizing  the  transfer  of  the 
same  on  the  hooks,  the  title  of  the  former  (both  at  law  and 
in  equity)  shall  vest  in  the  latter,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary 
to  effect  the  purpose  of  the  sale,  pledge,  or  other  disposition, 
not  only  as  between  the  parties  themselves,  but  also  as  against 
the  creditors  of  and  subsequent  purchasers  from  the  former, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  nineteenth  section. 
Hownewcertifi-  22.  The  person  to  whom  any  such  certificate  may  be  is- 
cat«  imined  BQe^  may  return  the  same  to  the  office  of  the  company,  and 
in  person,  or  by  an  attorney  acting  under  a  power  from  him, 
assign  on  the  books  of  the  company  either  the  whole  number 
of  shares  mentioned  in  such  certificate,  or  a  less  number. 
The  certificate  so  returned  shall  be  cancelled,  and  filed  in  the 
company's  office;  and  thereupon  so  many  new  certificates 
shall  be  issued,  and  to  such  person  or  persons  as  may  be 
proper  in  the  case. 

Lost  certificates  renewed. 

How  io«t  certifi-  23.  When  a  person  to  whom  such  a  certificate  is  issued, 
cat*,  renewed  ^ege&  it  to  have  been  lost,  he  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the 
company:  1,  an  affidavit  setting  forth,  as  nearly  as  he  can 
state  the  same,  the  time,  place  and  circumstances  of  the  loss ; 
2,*  proof  of  his  having  advertised  the  same  in  a  newspaper 
once  a  week  for  two  months ;  and  3,  a  bond  to  the  company, 
with  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  conditioned  to  indemnify 
all  persons  against  any  loss  in  consequence  of  issuing  a  new 
certificate  in  place  of  the  former ;  and  thereupon  the  board 
may  direct  such  new  certificate,  and  the  same  shall  be  issued 
accordingly. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

Of  the  power  of  the  company  to  make  surveys,  and  to  ac- 
quire PROPERTY  AND  MATERIALS ;  CHANGES  OF  LOCATION  J  CON- 
NECTIONS  WITH  OTHER  WORKS. 

Surveys  for  route  of  lines. 

Survey*  1.  The  Virginia  canal  company  may,  by  its  officers,  agents 

or  servants,  enter  upon  any  lands  for  the  purpose  of  exam- 
ining the  same,  and  surveying  and  laying  out  such  as  may 
seem  fit  for  the  uses  of  said  company,  to  any  officer  or  agent 
authorized  by  it :  provided  just  compensation  be  made  for 

Restrictions  any  injury  done  to  the  owner  or  possessor  of  the  land.  But 
the  company  shall  not,  under  the  authority  of  this  section, 
throw  open  any  fences  or  enclosures  on  any  land,  or  injure 
the  property  of  the  owner  or  possessor,  or  invade  the  dwell- 
ing house  of  any  free  person,  or  any  space  within  sixty  feet 
thereof,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner. 
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How  much  real  estate  may  be  acquired. 

2.  The  land  acquired  by  the  company  along  its  line  gen-  Real  estate 
erally,  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  feet  in  width,  except  in 

deep  cuts  and  fillings ;  and  then  only  so  much  more  shall  be 
acquired  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  therefor.  The  land 
which  it  may  acquire  for  buildings  or  for  an  abutment  along 
its  line  generally,  shall  not  exceed  five  acres  in  any  one  par- 
cel ;  and  the  land  which  it  may  acquire  for  buildings  or  other  Amount  to  be 
purposes  of  the  company,  at  the  principal  termini  of  its  work,  hdd 
or  at  any  place  or  places  where  basins  may  be  necessary  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  trade,  shall  not  exceed  thirty  acres 
in  any  one  parcel. 

3.  For  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  to  the  summit  level  canal  to  Green- 
of  the  Alleghany  mountain,  and  to  the  Greenbrier,  New  and  brler  river 
Kanawha  rivers,  the  company  may  extend  a  canal  to  the 
Greenbrier  river  or  to  Anthony's  creek,  or  to  any  other  creek 

deemed  necessary,  and  may  acquire  land  not  exceeding  two  How  much  land 
hundred  feet  on  the  line  of  said  canal,  except  in  deep  cuts  may  be  held 
and  fillings,  and  then  only  so  much  more  as  may  be  necessary, 
and  such  other  lands  on  the  line  of  said  canal,  or  at  the  ter- 
mini thereof,  as  they  may  require  for  abutments  for  dams  on 
said  Greenbrier  river  or  creek,  or  elsewhere  on  said  canal,  or 
for  lots  or  buildings,  not  exceeding  five  acres ;  and  for  re-  Reservoirs 
servoirs  to  supply  said  summit  level,  or  increasing  the  depth 
of  water  in  said  rivers,  they  may  acquire  any  lands  which 
may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose.     And  the  said  company 
may  purchase  the  whole  or  any  part  of  a  tract  of  land,  any 
part  of  which  tract  will  be  covered  by  the  water  of  said  re- 
servoirs, and  may  build  any  dams  and  construct  any  works 
which  may  be  necessary  for  the  formation  of  such  reservoirs. 
But  any  land  so  purchased,  which  shall  not  be  necessary  for  when  land  to  be 
the  convenient  use  and  maintenance  of  said  reservoirs,  shall sold 
be  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by  the  said  company  within 
five  years  after  the  said  reservoirs  are  completed ;  and  if  the 
said  company  shall  fail  to  sell  said  lands  within  five  years,  the 
same  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  commonwealth. 

4.  The  said  company  may  contract  with  the  owners  thereof  Lands  along  line 
for  such  lands  along  their  line  of  improvement  as  they  are 
authorized  to  acquire  for  the  purpose  of  said  improvement ; 

and  the  said  company  may  also  purchase  from  the  owners 
such  small  parcels  of  land  as,  being  cut  off  from  the  main 
body  of  the  tract,  would  be  inconvenient  for  the  owner  to 
hold,  and  burdensome  for  the  company  to  connect  by  bridges 
with  the  other  lands  of  the  owner,  and  such  other  small  par- 
cels of  land  lying  convenient  to  the  company's  line  of  im- 
provement, and  containing  quarries  of  stone  or  marble,  water 
proof  lime,  coal,  or  other  minerals  which  would  be  useful  to 
the  company  in  constructing  and  repairing  their  works,  and 
carrying  on  their  appropriate  business :  provided,  that  no  Proviso 
one  parcel  of  land  so  to  be  purchased  shall  exceed  one  hun- 
dred acres,  and  that  the  whole  together  shall  not  exceed  four 
thousand  acres. 
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Assessors  5.  For  the  purpose  of  assessing  the  damages  to  the  owner 

from  the  condemnation  of  his  lands  for  the  use  of  the  canal, 
or  any  feeder  of  the  canal,  or  for  any  abutment  of  a  dam,  or 
for  the  sites  of  toll  houses,  stables  or  other  buildings,  or  for 
reservoirs,  there  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  public 
works  for  the  line  of  improvement  extending  from  tide- water 
to  Lynchburg,  and  for  the  line  extending  from  Lynchburg  to 
Covington,  and  for  the  line  extending  from  Covington  to 
Loup  creek  shoals,  and  for  the  line  extending  from  Loup 
creek  shoals  to  the  Ohio  river,  five  assessors  for  each  of  said 

How  appointed  divisions,  being  discreet,  intelligent  and  impartial  men,  neither 
stockholders  of  the  company  nor  owners  of  any  land  through 
which  the  improvements  of  the  company  will  pass ;  who,  or 
any  three  or  more  of  them,  shall  constitute  a  board  for  the 
assessment  of  such  damages  throughout  the  line  of  the  im- 
provement on  the  division  for  which  they  are  respectively 

Vacancies  appointed.  All  vacancies  in  the  board  of  assessors  shall  be 
filled  by  the  board  of  public  works.  These  assessors  shall 
hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board  of  public 
works,  and  shall  receive,  as  a  compensation  for  their  services, 
five  dollars  each  for  every  day  he  shall  be  engaged  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties,  and  twenty  cents  for  every  mile  he 
shall  necessarily  travel  to  and  from  the  place  of  performing 
his  duties ;  to  be  paid  by  the  company. 

6.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  each  as- 
sessor shall  take  an  oath  of  office  before  some  justice  of  the 
peace  within  this  commonwealth,  or  before  the  board  of  pub- 
lic works,  or  some  member  thereof;  which  being  duly  cer- 
tified, shall  be  preserved  among  the  files  of  the  board  of 

Oath  of  assessor  public  works,  and  shall  be  to  the  following  effect:  "I,  A  B, 
do  solemnly  swear  or  affirm,  that  I  will  impartially  and 
justly,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  perform  the  duties  of  my 
office  of  assessor  to  the  Virginia  canal  company;  that  I  will 
well  and  truly,  according  to  the  best  of  my  judgment,  ascer- 
tain what  wiU  be  a  just  compensation  to  any  proprietor  for 
any  land  to  be  condemned  for  the  use  of  said  company,  and 
for  damages  to  the  residue  of  the  tract,  beyond  the  peculiar 
benefits  to  be  derived  in  respect  to  such  residue,  from  the 
work  to  be  constructed,  and  that  I  will  unite  with  the  other 
assessors  in  truly  certifying  onr  proceedings  to  the  proper 
tribunal." 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessors  so  appointed  and 
qualified,  whenever  they  shall  be  thereunto  required  on  be- 
half of  the  president  and  directors  of  the  company,  at  such 
time  as  the  said  assessors  shall  appoint,  and  without  delay, 
to  assemble  on  the  land  proposed  to  be  condemned,  and  after 
viewing  the  same,  and  hearing  such  proper  evidence  as  either 
party  may  offer,  they  shall  ascertain,  according  to  the  best  of 
their  judgment,  and  in  the  true  spirit  of  the  oath  they  have 
taken,  the  damages  which  the  proprietor  of  the  land  will 
sustain  by  the  condemnation  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  com- 
pany, regarding  such  proprietor  as  the  owner  of  the  whole 

Notice  to  owner  fee  simple  interest  therein.  No  such  proceeding,  however, 
shall  be  had  without  consent  of  parties,  unless  ten  days'  pre- 


Duty  of  assess- 
ors 
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vious  notice  of  the  time  and  place  shall  have  been  given  to 
the  owner  of  the  land,  or  to  his  guardian,  if  the  owner  be  an 
infant,  or  to  the  committee,  the  owner  being  non  compos 
mentis,  if  such  owner,  guardian  or  committee  can  be  found 
within  the  county  where  the  land,  or  any  part  thereof,  may 
lie;  or  if  he  cannot  be  so  found,  unless  such  notice  shall  have 
been  published  at  least  one  month  next  preceding,  in  some 
newspaper  printed  as  convenient  as  may  be  to  such  land. 
Any  one  or  more  of  the  assessors  attending  on  the  day  ap- 
pointed, may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  their  business 
shall  be  finished. 

8.  When  the  assessors  shall  have  agreed  upon  the  amount  Report  of  a«- 
of  damages,  they  shall  forthwith  make  a  written  report  of  *efl80r8 
their  proceedings,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  in  substance 
as  followeth :  "We,  the  undersigned,  assessors  to  the  Vir- 
ginia canal  company,  for  the  division  from  to  ,  do 
hereby  certify,  that  after  due  notice  of  the  day  and  place 
appointed  for  our  meeting,  we,  on  the  day  of  , 
that  being  the  day  so  appointed  (or  the  day  to  which  we 
were  regularly  adjourned  from  the  day  so  appointed),  met 
together  upon  the  lands  of  C  D,  in  the  county  of  , 
which  the  company  aforesaid  propose  to  condemn  for  their 
use;  and  after  having  viewed  the  premises,  and  heard  such 
proper  evidence  as  either  party  offered  to  us,  we  proceeded 
to  estimate  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  land  aforesaid,  the 
quantity  of  additional  fencing  which  would  probably  be  oc- 
casioned by  its  condemnation,  and  the  following,  which 
seemed  to  us  all  the  other  inconveniences  and  damages  which 
were  likely  to  result  therefrom  to  the  proprietor  of  the  said 
land — that  is  to  say :  (here  the  particular  inconveniences  and 
damages  anticipated  shall  be  plainly  set  down) — that  we  com- 
bined with  these  considerations,  as  far  as  we  could,  a  just  re- 
gard to  the  peculiar  advantages  which  would  be  derived  by 
the  proprietor  of  the  land  from  the  construction  of  the  im- 
provement, for  the  use  of  which  the  said  land  is  to  be  con- 
demned. That  under  the  influence  of  these  considerations, 
we  have  estimated  and  do  hereby  assess  the  damages  which 
will  be  sustained  by  the  proprietor  of  the  said  lands,  from 
the  condemnation  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  company,  at  the

Such  report,  signed  and  sealed  by  at  least  three  of  the  as-  where  report 
sessors,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  notice  of  the  time  and  retorned 
place  of  their  meeting,  duly  verified,  shall  be  forthwith  re- 
turned by  the  assessors  to  the  circuit  court  for  that  county 
m  which  the  land,  or  the  greater  part  thereof,  may  lie ;  and  How  confirmed 
unless  good  cause  be  shown  against  the  report,  it  shall  be 
confirmed  by  the  court,  and  recorded  at  the  first  term  to 
which  it  shall  be  returned,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be. 
If  the  assessors  be  unable  to  agree  in  their  assessment,  they  what  done  in 
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case  of  disagree-  shall  report  their  disagreement  to  the  court;  and  if  from  any 
raent  cause  they  shall  fail  to  make  and  return  to  court  a  report  of 

their  proceedings  within  a  reasonable  time,  they  may  be  com- 
pelled by  mandamus  or  other  proper  process.     When  the 
assessors  report  their  disagreement  to  the  court,  or  when  the

by  proceeding  before  the  assessors  and  the  courts,  in  like 
manner  as  for  the  original  assessment  of  damages;  and  if 
there  be  no  such  assessors,  by  proceeding  before  such  other 
tribunal,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  may  hereafter 
provide;  and  if  there  be  no  such  tribunal,  then  by  action  on 
the  case. 

15.  If  the  said  Virginia  canal  company,  in  entering  upon  Damages  for 
the  land  of  any  person  under  the  authority  of  this  act,  for  wanton  injurie8 
the  purpose  of  laying  out,  constructing  or  enlarging,  altering 

or  repairing  any  of  their  said  works,  do  any  wanton  or  willful 
injury  to  such  land  or  its  appurtenances,  or  to  the  crops  grow- 
ing or  gathered,  or  to  any  other  property  thereon,  the  said 
company  shall  pay  to  the  person  so  injured  double  the  amount  * 

of  tne  damages  which  shall  be  assessed  by  a  jury  in  any 
proper  action  therefor. 

Company  may  change  location;  proceedings  thereupon. 

16.  Notwithstanding  the  company  may  have  made  a  loca-  Change  of  loca- 
tion of  lands  for  its  purposes,  and  proceeded  to  ascertain  the tion 
compensation  therefor,  the  company  may  afterwards  change 

its  location  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  it  see  cause ;  and 
proceedings  may  be  had  to  ascertain  what  will  be  a  just  com- 
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pensation  for  the  lands  upon  any  such  new  location,  and  the 
work  may  be  constructed  upon  or  through  the  same,  and  the 
title  to  such  lauds  obtained  in  like  manner  as  if  it  were  the 
Lands  condemn-  first  location.     But  whenever  such  change  of  location  shall  be 
upon°chftn^e  of  made,  the  title  to  the  lands  condemned  for  the  former  loca- 
looation  tion  shall  revert  to  the  original  owner,  his  heirs  or  assigns; 

and  when  such  change  of  location  shall  be  made  before  the 
work  is  constructed,  the  damages  sustained  by  such  owner 
by  the  entry  of  the  company  upon  his  lands,  shall  be  ascer- 
tained, and  the  payment  thereof  enforced  as  is  herein  pro- 
vided when  the  company  condemns  lands  for  its  works. 

Wagon  ways  for  owners  of  lands. 

Whcon  wjur  17.  For  every  person,  through  whose  land  the  roads  or 
canals  of  the  company  pass,  it  shall  provide  proper  wagon 
ways  across  the  said  roads  or  canals,  from  one  part  of  the 
said  land  to  the  other,  and  keep  such  ways  in  good  repair : 
and  if  the  proprietor  of  the  land  and  the  company  disagree 
as  to  the  proper  ways,  the  said  assessors  shall  fix  the  same, 
reserving  the  right  to  either  party  to  appeal  to  the  circuit 
court  of  the  county  in  which  the  said  wagon  ways  are  to  be 
made;  which  shall  decide  thereupon,  and  its  decision  shall  be 
final. 

Not  to  occupy  streets  in  a  town  witlwut  consent. 

Not  to  occupy        18.   The  company  shall   not  occupy  with  its  works  the 
wUhomncon8eT.nt  streets  of  any  town,  until  the  corporate  authority  of  the 
town  shall  have  assented  to  such  occupation,  unless  such  as- 
sent be  dispensed  with  by  special  provision  of  law. 

How  work  may  cross  or  be  connected  with  another. 

company  may       19.   If  said  company  deem  it  necessary,  in  the  construction 
cro«»  roa  <s       ^  their  work,  to  cross  any  railroad,  turnpike  or  canal,  or  any 
state  or  county  road,  it  may  do  so:  provided  its  work  be  so 
constructed  as  not  to  impede  the  passage  or  transportation  of 
How  alteration  persons  or  property  along  the  same.     If  said  company  desire 
maded  mRy  be  that  the  course  of  any  railroad,  turnpike,  canal  or  state  road 
should  be  altered  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  any  crossing,  or 
of  frequent  crossings,  or  to  facilitate  the  crossing  thereof,  the 
alteration  may  be  made  in  such  manner  as  may  be  agreed  be- 
-  tween  it  and  the  said  railroad,  turnpike  or  canal  company,  or 

the  board  of  public  works,  in  the  case  of  a  state  road.  And 
if  such  construction  or  alteration  as  is  allowed  by  this  section 
shall  cause  damage  to  any  such  company,  or  to  the  owner 
of  any  lands,  the  said  company  shall  pay  such  damage.  But 
any  county  road  may  be  altered  by  said  company  for  the  pur- 
pose aforesaid,  whenever  it  shall  have  made  an  equally  con- 
venient road  in  lieu  thereof. 
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How  other  works  may  cross  or  be  connected  with  it. 

20.  If  any  railroad,  turnpike  or  canal  company  deem  it  ne-  works  of  canal 
cessary,  in  the  construction  of  its  work,  to  cross  the  works  of  c£J2wdy,how 
the  Virginia  canal  company,  it  may  do  so :  provided,  that  in 

crossing  the  same  the  navigation  shall  not  be  impeded  or  ob- 
structed, nor  shall  the  constructions  and  tow-path  of  the  com- 
pany be  in  any  manner  interferred  with.  N  o  such  company 
shall  interfere  with  the  route  or  track  for  the  Virginia  canal 
company's  water  line  as  heretofore  determined,  without  the 
consent  of  the  said  company. 

Reservation  for  connecting  works. 

21.  The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  provide  for  con-  Reservation  for 
necting  with  the  works  of  said  Virginia  canal  company  any  ^JS*111* 
other  work  of  internal  improvement,  at  such  point  as  may 

seem  to  it  proper. 

Hotc  company  may  take  materials  from  land  for  their  use. 

22.  The  said  company  may,  by  its  officers,  agents  or  ser-  Right  to  mate- 
vants,  enter  upon  any  convenient  lands  for  the  purpose  of ria'8 
obtaining  therefrom  wood,  stone,  gravel  or  earth,  to  be  used 

in  constructing  such  work,  or  in  repairing,  enlarging  or  alter- 
ing the  same.     But  the  company  shall  not  cut  down  any  fruit  Restriction* 
tree,  or  any  tree  preserved  in  any  field  or  lot  for  shade  or 
ornament,  or  take  part  of  any  fence  or  building,  nor  take  any 
of  the  said  things  from  any  lot  in  a  town.     Before  taking  any 
of  the  said  things,  the  company,  unless  it  agree  therefor  with 
those  having  right  thereto,  shall  give  to  the  tenant  of  the 
freehold,  his  guardian  or  committee,  or  his  tenant  for  years, 
such  notice,  and  in  such  manner  as  is  prescribed  in  the  seventh 
section  of  this  chapter,  that  at  a  certain  time  and  place,  to 
be  specified  in  the  notice,  application  will  be  made  to  a  jus- 
tice to  appoint  commissioners  to  ascertain  what  will  be  a  just 
compensation  for  the  same.     At  such  time  and  place,  the  viewers,  how 
justice  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders  as  com-  BPP°,nted 
missioners,  who,  after  being  sworn,  shall  view  the  premises,  Their  duty 
and  report  in  writing  the  extent  to  which  wood,  stone,  gravel 
or  earth  is  proposed  to  be  taken,  the  nature  of  the  injury 
which  may  be  done  in  cutting,  quarrying,  digging  or  carrying 
away  the  same,  and  what  will  be  a  just  compensation  there- 
for.   The  notice  in  writing,  certificate  of  the  commissioners 
having  been  sworn,   and  their  report,   shall  be   forthwith 
returned  to  the  court  of  the  couuty  or  corporation.    If  good 
cause  be  shown  against  the  report,  or  if  the  commissioners 
cannot  agree,  or  fail  to  report  within  a  reasonable  time,  the 
court  may,  as  often  as  seems  to  it  proper,  appoint  other 
commissioners,  who  shall  act  and  report  in  the  manner  before 
prescribed.     If  the  report  be  confirmed,  then  upon  the  pay-  Proceedings  in 
ment  to  the  person  entitled  thereto,  or  into  court,  of  the  sum  court 
so  ascertained,  the  company  may  take  and  carry  away  the 
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wood,  stone,  gravel  or  earth  for  which  such  compensation 
may  have  been  allowed ;  and  though  the  report  may  not  be 
confirmed,  yet  upon  the  payment  into  court  of  the  snm 
therein  mentioned,  it  may  proceed  in  like  manner  as  if  the 
report  had  been  confirmed,  and  payment  made  of  the  snm 
thereby  ascertained.  Upon  the  coming  in  of  a  new  report, 
after  such  payment  into  court,  the  court,  if  it  affirm  the  re- 
port, shall  render  judgment  in  like  manner  as  in  cases  pro- 
vided for  by  the  tenth  section.  From  the  time  of  any  such 
judgment  against  the  company,  its  right  so  to  cut,  quarry, 
dig,  take  or  carry  away  shall  be  suspended  until  the  said 
judgment  shall  be  satisfied. 

23.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  appointed 
under  the  preceding  section,  if  required  so  to  do  by  the  ten- 
ant of  the  freehold,  his  guardian  or  committee,  or  his  tenant 
for  years,  to  enquire  in  the  first  place  whether,  under  all  the 
circumstances  of  the  case,  it  be  reasonable  and  proper  that 
the  company  should  be  allowed  to  take  for  its  uses  the  tim- 
ber or  other  materials  which  it  is  proposed  to  condemn.  If 
the  opinion  of  the  commissioners  on  this  point  be  adverse  to 
the  company,  they  shall  report  the  same,  with  the  reasons  on 
which  it  is  founded,  to  the  court  to  which  the  justice  ap- 
pointing them  belongs;  and  unless  said  report  be  reversed  and 
annulled,  neither  the  commissioners  nor  the  company  shall 
have  power  to  proceed  further  under  the  section  aforesaid. 
If  the  opinion  of  the  commissioners  on  such  preliminary 
question  be  favorable  to  the  company,  and  the  tenant  of  the 
freehold,  his  guardian  or  committee,  and  his  tenant  for  years, 
if  there  be  such,  acquiesce  therein,  they  shall  proceed  to 
discharge  the  other  duties  for  which  they  were  appointed. 
But  if  there  be  not  such  acquiescence,  the  commissioners 
shall  report  their  opinion,  with  their  reasons  therefor,  to  the 
court  aforesaid,  and  shall  not  proceed  further  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  unless  their  report  shall  be  confirmed ;  and 
either  party  may  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  said  court 
to  the  circuit  court  of  the  county,  in  cases  arising  under  this 
and  the  next  preceding  section. 

SLr iff  or  sergeant  to  attend  and  remote  force. 

24.  In  any  case  in  which  the  company  may  be  entitled, 
under  this  chapter,  to  enter  upon  any  lands,  the  sheriff1  or 
sergeant,  whenever  required  by  the  company,  shall  attend 
and  remove  force,  if  necessary. 
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CHAPTER   V. 

Of  the  ueneral  line  of  the  improvement;  the  sections  and 
divisions  of  the  work,  and  the  mode  of  constructing  and 
repairing  the  same  ;  other  works  not  to  be  interfered 
with;  regulations  for  enlargement;  time  for  commencing 
and  completing  works;  guarantees  for  compliance. 

General  line  of  improvement. 

1.  The  Virginia  canal  company  are  charged  with  the  duty  Line  of  im- 
of  connecting  the  James  river  with  the  navigable  waters  of  Provpmem 
the  Ohio,  so  as  to  make  a  continuous  water  line  from  tide- 
water at  Richmond  to  Point  Pleasant,  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Kanawha  river ;  constructing  the  works  on  the  general  plan  how  work  to  »>« 
of  the  improvement  which  has  already  been  made  or  desig- conBtructed 
nated  for  the  James  river  and  Kanawha  company's  line,  with 

the  modifications  hereinafter  prescribed :  the  whole  work  to 
be  completed  and  executed  in  a  substantial,  durable  and 
workmanlike  manner.  Their  improvements  shall  be  kept 
permanently  in  good  repair,  free  and  fit  for  public  use,  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  the  works  which 
they  shall  construct,  and  the  property  which  they  shall  ac- 
quire under  the  authority  of  law,  shall  be  vested  in  them  and 
their  successors  forever,  for  their  own  use  and  benefit ;  sub- 
ject, however,  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Divisions  of  tcork. 

2.  For  the  better  designation  of  the  line,  and  for  ready  DtvMons  of 
reference  and  description,  the  improvement  with  which  the  work 
company  is  charged  shall  be  divided  into  divisions  or  sections, 

as  follows : 

Richmond  dock. 

First — The  Richmond  dock  and  Tide-water  connection,  Richmond  dock 
extending  from  the  tide-water  to  the  basin  in  Richmond. 
The  capacity  of  the  Tide- water  connection  and  Richmond 
dock  shall  be  enlarged,  so  as  to  afford  adequate  accommoda- 
tion to  the  trade  of  the  line,  by  opening  a  second  communi- 
cation with  tide- water  by  the  route  of  the  Haxall  canal  or 
other  suitable  route,  to  be  selected  by  the  company,  and  the 
right  thereto  to  be  acquired  as  prescribed  in  the  fourth  chap- 
ter; or,  instead  of  that  mode  of  improvement,  by  enlarging 
and  doubling  the  present  locks  between  the  basin  and  the 
dock,  as  well  as  the  present  ship  lock,  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  necessary;  and  by  constructing  all  such  other  works  as 
may  be  necessary  for  enlarging  the  capacity  of  the  dock  and 
Tide- water  connection  for  the  purpose  aforesaid.

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Division  from  Richmond  to  Lynchburg. 

Second — The  first  division  of  the  canal,  extending  from 
the  basin  in  Richmond  to  Lynchburg,  including  the  South 
Side  connections,  consisting  of  a  dam  and  an  outlet  dock  at 
Cartersville,  and  three  bridges,  to  wit :  one  at  New  Canton, 
one  at  Hardwicksville  and  one  at  Bent  Creek,  and  the  con- 
nection on  the  north  side  of  the  river  with  the  improvement 
of  the  Rivanna  river.    And  the  Virginia  canal  company  may, 

if  they  shall  deem  it  expedient,  contract  with  the  Rivanna 

Rivanna  naviga-  navigation  company  for  the  purchase  of  the  works,  property 
tion  company  ftn(j  franchises  of  that  company,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  parties  and  approved  by  the  board  of 
public  works;  and  thereupon  the  works,  property  and  fran- 
chises of  the  said  Rivanna  navigation  company  shall  be  fully 
vested  in  the  Virginia  canal  company,  and  shall  constitute  a 
part  of  the  first  division  of  the  canal,  and  be  held  by  the  said 
Virginia  canal  company  as  a  part  of  their  line  of  improve- 
ment, and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Division  from  Lynchburg  to  Buchanan. 

piviiion  from        Third — The  second  division  of  the  canal,  extending  from 
Buchanan*  ^    Lynchburg  to  the  town  of  Buchanan,  including  the  connec- 
tion with  the  North  river  improvement,  extending  from  the 
mouth  of  North  river  to  the  town  of  Lexington. 

Enlargement  of  the  works  from  Richmond  to  Buchanan. 

Depth  of  wau»r  The  capacity  of  the  improvement  from  Richmond  to 
Buchanan  shall  be  enlarged  by  said  company,  by  increasing 
the  depth  of  the  water  to  not  less  than  seven  feet  at  any 

Lock*  point,  and  by  increasing  the  dimensions  of  all  the  present 

locks  to  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  long  be- 
tween the  gates,  by  twenty  feet  wide  in  the  clear ;  or  by 
doubling  the  locks,  and  making  the  new  locks  of  the  dimen- 
sions aforesaid.  But  the  increase  in  the  dimensions  or  the 
doubling  of  the  locks  need  not  be  made  until  the  locks  require 
reconstruction,  or  the  trade  of  the  canal  shall  demand  it ; 

wwth  of  canai  and  the  said  Virginia  canal  company  may,  if  they  think  pro- 
per, increase  the  width  of  the  canal,  from  Richmond  to 
Buchanan,  to  seventy  feet  at  the  water  surface  and  forty-two 
feet  at  the  bottom.

Fourth — The  third  division  of  the  canal,  extending  from 
Buchanan,  following  the  valley  of  James  and  Jackson's  rivers, 
to  Covington.  And  the  Virginia  canal  company,  if  they  shall 
deem  it  expedient,  may  construct  a  canal  from  any  point  on 
the  present  line  of  the  improvement  between  Buchanan  and 
Covington,  to  the  New  river,  in  the  county  of  Giles  or  the 
county  of  Montgomery;  which  canal  shall  constitute  a  part

of  the  third  division  of  the  canal ;  and  in  relation  thereto, 
the  said  company  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

Division  from  Covington  to  Greenbrier  river. 

Fifth — The  fourth  division  of  the  canal,  extending  from  Division  from 
the  town  of  Covington  to  the  Greenbrier  river.  o^XS-river 

Enlarged  construction  of  loch  and  works  from  Buchanan  west. 

The  canal  from  Buchanan  to  the  Greenbrier  river  shall  be  width  of  canal 
at  least  thirty  feet  wide  at  the  bottom,  and  fifty  feet  wide  at 
the  water  surface,  and  have  a  depth  of  water  of  not  less  than 
seven  feet  at  any  point ;  but  the  width  may  be  increased  to 
forty-two  feet  at  the  bottom  and  seventy  feet  at  the  water 
surface,  at  the  option  of  said  company ;  and  the  locks  be-  Length  and 
tween  the  said  points  shall  be  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  wldt  of  lock* 
twenty  feet  long  between  the  gates,  by  twenty  feet  wide  in 
the  clear. 

Division  from  Greenbrier  river  to  Loup  creek  shoals. 

Sixth — The  fifth  division,  being  the  Greenbrier  and  New  Lockaanddam* 
rivers,  extending  from  the  intersection  of  the  canal  with  the 
Greenbrier  river  to  the  foot  of  Loup  creek  shoals  on  the  Ka- 
nawha river.  The  improvement  on  this  divison  shall  be  of 
locks  and  dams  adapted  to  steamboat  navigation.  The  locks 
shall  be  not  less  than  two  hundred  feet  long,  between  the 
gates,  by  forty  feet  wide  in  the  clear,  and  there  shall  be  a 
depth  of  water  in  the  locks  at  all  times  of  at  least  seven  feet, 
and  in  the  pools  of  not  less  than  seven  feet,  at  any  point  along 
a  continuous  channel,  at  least  one  hundred  feet  wide. 

Seventh — The  sixth  division,  composed  of  the  Kanawha 
river,  extending  from  Loup  creek  shoals  to  its  mouth  on  the 
Ohio  river. 

Mods  of  improvement  on  Kanawha  river. 

3.  The  said  company  is  required  to  improve  the  Kanawha  Kanawha  river 
river  from  Lykens'  shoals  to  its  mouth,  in  such  manner  and 
upon  such  plan  as  they  may  adopt,  so  as  to  secure  a  depth  of 
water  of  not  less  than  six  feet  from  the  fifteenth  of  October 
to  the  fifteenth  of  June,  and  ^\e  feet  from  the  fifteenth  of 
June  to  the  fifteenth  of  October;  the  channel  through  the 
shoals  to  be  not  less  than  eighty  feet  wide  at  the  bottom,  and 
one  hundred  and  four  feet  wide  at  the  top.  And  after  the 
line  of  improvement  of  the  said  company  shall  be  completed, 
as  herein  provided,  from  Richmond  to  said  Lykens'  shoals, 
the  depth  of  water  in  said  river,  in  channels  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  increased  to  not  less  than  six  feet  throughout  the  en- 
tire year,  whenever  the  general  assembly  shall  so  prescribe.

Division  embracing  Kanawha  turnpike. 

4.  That  part  of  the  work,  heretofore  a  part  of  the  James 
river  and  Kanawha  company's  work,  embracing  the  Kanawha 
turnpike  road,  extending  from  Covington  to  the  mouth  of 
the  Big  Sandy  river,  with  the  branch  thereof  from  Barbours- 
ville  to  Guyandotte,  shall  constitute  the  seventh  division. 

Division  embracing  Blue  Ridge  turnpike  and  ferry. 

5.  That  part  of  the  same  improvement,  embracing  the  Blue 
Ridge  turnpike  and  ferry,  the  turnpike  extending  from  the 
mouth  of  the  North  river,  over  the  Blue  Ridge,  crossing  the 
James  river  by  a  ferry,  and  passing  down  the  south  side  of 
the  river,  shall  constitute  the  eighth  division. 

Repairs  aid  preservation  of  turnpikes. 

6.  The  haid  Virginia  canal  company  shall  at  all  times  keep 
open  and  in  good  repair  both  of  said  roads,  and  keep  up  said 
ferry,  or  substitute  a  bridge  therefor,  and  shall  establish  such 
toll  gates  thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper.  They  may  also 
adopt  by-laws  and  regulations  prescribing  a  system  for  the 
repair  and  preservation  thereof,  and  for  the  transaction  of 
business  connected  therewith,  in  conformity  with  the  powers 
hereinbefore  granted. 

Mode  of  improvement  of  canal  and  locks. 

7.  All  that  part  of  the  improvement  which  shall  consist  of 
a  continuous  canal  and  lock,  shall,  in  all  its  parts,  except  as 
hereinbefore  prescribed  in  this  chapter,  be  at  least  fifty  feet 
wide  at  top,  and  thirty  feet  wide  at  bottom,  with  not  less 
than  seven  feet  depth  of  water  at  all  seasons  of  the  year ; 
shall  be  provided  with  a  convenient  tow-path  at  least  twelve 
feet  wide,  and  adapted  throughout  its  whole  extent  to  the 
navigation  of  boats  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  tons  burden. 
To  avoid  very  great  expense  at  difficult  passes,  and  to  furnish 
proper  accommodation  to  the  trade  on  both  sides  of  the 
rivers,  to  be  improved  as  herein  provided,  the  width  may  be 
reduced  at  such  places,  and  the  bed  of  the  said  rivers  shall 
occasionally  be  used  as  part  of  the  line  of  navigation  when 
the  refluent  water  from  the  dams  will  admit  the  convenient 
application  of  horse  power.  The  canal  at  its  lower  termina- 
tion shall  continue  to  be  connected  with  the  tide- water,  so  as 
to  enable  the  boats  which  usually  navigate  it,  with  their  car- 
goes, at  all  times  conveniently  to  pass  into  tide- water,  and 
descend  the  river  or  return. 


Repairs  of  trorks  from  Richmond  to  Buchanan. 

Report  8.  The  Virginia  canal  company  shall  clear  out  the  deposits 

in  the  present  line  from  Richmond  to  Buchanan,  and  repair  all 
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the  present  works;  that  is,  embankments,  aqueducts,  bridges, 
culverts,  waste  weirs,  locks,  dams,  houses  and  structures  of 
every  kind — repairing  those  wanting  repairs  only,  and  build- 
ing  anew  the  works  requiring  to  be  built — so  that  the  whole 
line  from  Richmond  to  Buchanan  shall  be  of  a  depth  of  not 
less  than  five  feet  at  any  point,  and  in  all  respects  in  a  perfect 
state  of  repair. 

Dredge  boats,  extra  lock  gates  and  weigh  locks. 

9.  They  shall  keep  on  all  the  line  a  sufficient  number  of  Dredge  boat*,** 
dredge  boats  to  keep  the  water  way  continually  free  from 

deposit  and  obstructions  of  every  kind,  and  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  extra  lock  gates  and  wickets  ready  to  be  inserted  in 
case  of  accident.  They  shall  likewise  have  weigh  locks  at 
not  less  than  three  points  on  the  line. 

Change  of  line ;  how  obtained. 

10.  The  line  of  the  improvement  and  the  portions  of  canal  Changes  of  im* 
and  slack  water  navigation  shall  continue  according  to  the 

present  arrangement  of  the  works,  where  they  have  been 
executed,  and  according  to  the  plan  which  has  been  hereto- 
fore adopted  for  the  improvement  by  the  James  river  and 
Kanawha  company ;  and  where  the  bed  of  Jackson's  river  is 
used,  and  upon  the  Kanawha  river,  the  water  of  these  rivers 
shall  not  be  raised  by  dams  so  as  to  be  above  their  banks, 
but  with  the  consent  of  the  board  of  public  works.     But  if  Alteration  tot* 
the  said  company  shall  desire  or  find  it  necessary  to  change  ^ardor  public 
materially  the  general  line  of  their  improvement,  or  the  mode  works 
of  improvement,  on  either  of  the  divisions  not  now  in  use 
for  transportation,  they  shall  report  the  alteration  deemed 
by  them  to  be  necessary,  with  plans  and  specifications  there- 
for, to  the  board  of  public  works.     If  the  alteration  be  ap- 
proved by  said  board,  after  a  full  investigation  of  all  the 
circumstances  connected  therewith,  the  company  may  pro- 
ceed with  the  work,  and  may  obtain  the  right  of  way  for  the 
new  line  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  preceding  chapter 
for  the  acquisition  of  land  and  materials,  upon  paying  all 
damages  assessed  as  prescribed.     But  if  the  board  of  public  Power  of  the 
works  shall  deem  the  proposed  alteration  injurious  to  the  JjJJjlJ*  of  PubUc 
interests  of  the  state,  or  of  such  a  character  as  to  prove  a 
nuisance  to  the  locality  in  which  the  alteration  is  desired, 
they  shall  have  authority  to  prohibit  the  same ;  and  thereafter 
the  company  shall  be  confined  to  the  route  now  prescribed, 
and  to  the  mode  of  improvement  heretofore  selected.     And  injunction 
the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in  which  the  change  is  pro- 
posed to  be  made,  after  the  decision  of  the  board  of  public 
works  is  rendered,  may  award  an  injunction  to  prevent  the 
said  company  from  executing  any  work  upon  the  alteration 
proposed,  and  not  authorized  as  aforesaid. 
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Not  to  interfere  with  Central  railroad. 

change  of  line  11.  The  company  shall  not,  even  with  the  consent  of  the 
board  of  public  works,  make  any  alteration  in  the  location  or 
in  the  plan  of  the  canal  on  Jackson's  river,  by  which  any 
injury  may  result,  or  any  change  be  rendered  necessary,  in 
the  location  of  the  Central  railroad;  but  if  auy  alteration  be 
proposed,  the  same  may  be  made  with  the  assent,  or  by 
agreement  with  the  said  railroad  company;  and  if  the  two 
companies  cannot  agree,  the  change  desired  shall  be  reported 
to  the  general  assembly,  and  shall  not  be  made  unless  autho- 
rized by  law.

12.  And  in  like  manner,  no  alteration  shall  be  made  in  the 
location  of  the  company's  line  on  Dunlap's  creek,  by  which 
any  injury  may  result  or  any  interference  be  made  with  the 
location  of  the  Covington  and  Ohio  railroad  ;  but  if  any  alter- 
ation be  proposed,  and  the  two  companies  cannot  agree,  the 
change  desired  shall  only  be  made  by  authority  of  the  general 
assembly  as  aforesaid.  And  if  on  the  west  of  the  Alleghany 
wertbof?heeAi-  mountains  the  said  canal  company  shall  propose  to  make  any

13.    In  the  enlargement  of  the  canal,  increasing  its  depth 
to  seven  feet,  and  extending  the  length  of  the  locks  as  herein- 
before prescribed,  the  said  company  shall  proceed  in  such 
manner  as  not  to  interrupt  the  navigation  on  the  line  of  their 
improvement  for  a  longer  period  than  two  months  at  any 
wben  notice  to  time,  nor  oftener  than  three  times  in  auy  one  year.     And  to

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on  the  locality  where  wanted,  and  that  all  the  excavation, 
embankment  and  walling  that  can  be  done  while  the  water  is 
yet  in  the  canal,  has  been  executed,  and  that  a  force  adequate 
to  accomplish  the  work  with  the  expedition  necessary  for  the 
protection  of  the  interest  of  the  state  has  been  provided. 
then  they  shall  authorize  the  same  to  be  forthwith  done.  And 
if  the  said  company  shall  not  complete  the  same  so  as  to  re- 
store the  navigation  within  the  time  specified,  the  said  board

1.  The  Virginia  canal  company,  upon  all  those  parts  of 
their  line  of  improvement  transferred  or  acquired  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  act,  shall  hold  the  same,  free  for  the  use  of  all 
persons  whatever,  conforming  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  company,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  demand  and  receive, 
on  such  persons  and  their  property,  the  tolls  prescribed  herein, 
in  the  mode  and  within  the  limits  hereafter  provided. 

2.  Whenever  a  section  of  ten  miles  in  length,  not  hereto- 
fore in  use,  shall  be  completed  and  be  opened  for  navigation 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  this  act,  upon  any  portion  of  the 
canal  proposed  to  be  made,  the  same  shall  be  free  for  the  use 
of  all  persons  and  their  property,  upon  paying  the  lawful 
tolls,  and  conforming  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
company. 

3.  In  like  manner,  when  the  improvements  in  the  naviga- 
tion of  the  rivers  hereby  authorized  shall  have  been  made, 
their  navigable  waters  shall  be  public  highways,  free  for  the 
use  of  all  persons  and  their  property,  upon  paying  the  lawful 
tolls,  and  conforming  to  said  rules  and  regulations. 

4.  The  said  company  shall  hold,  in  like  manner,  the  Ka- 
nawha turnpike,  and  the  Blue  Ridge  turnpike  and  ferry,  free 
for  the  use  of  all  persons  and  their  property,  upon  paying 
the  lawful  tolls,  and  conforming  to  said  rules  and  regulations. 

5.  In  like  manner,  all  bridges  or  ferries  heretofore  the  pro- 
perty of  the  said  James  river  and  Kanawha  company,  ana  all 
rights  to  construct  other  bridges  or  to  purchase  other  ferries, 
granted  to  said  company  before  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
which  have  not  yet  been  constructed  or  purchased,  and  which 
by  this  charter  shall  pass  to  the  said  Virginia  canal  company, 
shall  be  held  by  them,  free  for  the  use  of  all  persons  and  their 
property,  upon  paying  the  lawful  tolls,  and  conforming  to  said 
rules  and  regulations.

6.  The  tolls  on  the  line  may  be  regulated  by  the  board  of 
public  works,  or  such  other  authority  as  the  general  assembly 
may  substitute  for  the  control  and  superintendence  of  the 
public  works  of  Virginia,  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  this 
section.  In  the  mean  time,  the  said  Virginia  canal  company 
may  prescribe  such  a  tariff  of  tolls  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient :  provided,  that  during  the  construction  of  the  work 
the  tolls  shall  not  exceed  two  and  a  half  cents  per  ton  per 
mile,  nor  be  less  than  one  cent  per  ton  per  mile  on  merchan- 
dise and  manufactures ;  shall  not  exceed  one  and  a  half  cent 
per  ton  per  mile,  nor  be  less  than  five  mills  per  ton  per  mile 
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on  agricultural  products ;  shall  not  exceed  one  cent  per  ton 
per  mile,  nor  be  less  than  two  mills  per  ton  per  mile  on  pro- 
ducts of  mines  and  forests ;  and  after  the  completion  of  the 
improvement  to  the  Ohio  river,  shall  not  exceed  two  cents 
per  ton  per  mile,  nor  be  less  than  five  mills  per  tonper  mile 
on  merchandise  and  manufactures ;  shall  not  exceed  one  cent 
per  ton  per  mile,  nor  be  less  than  two  and  a  half  mills  per 
ton  per  mile  on  agricultural  products ;  and  shall  not  exceed 
five  mills  per  ton  per  mile,  nor  be  less  than  two  and  a  half 
mills  per  ton  per  mile  on  products  of  mines  and  forests : 
provided,  that  these  rates  shall  apply  to  the  through  rates ; 
out  the  tolls  on  the  way  trade  may  be  increased  one-third : 
and  provided  further,  that  the  toll  may  be  brought  below  the  How  toil*  may 
minimum  rate  on  any  article  by  the  said  board  or  other be  reduced 
authority,  with  the  consent  of  the  Virginia  canal  company.

7.  The  said  Virginia  canal  company  shall  have  authority  Toiu  on  turn- 
to  demand  and  collect,  on  the  Kanawha  turnpike  and  on  the  plkes 
Blue  Ridge  turnpike,  such  tolls  as  they  may  assess  on  each 
section  of  ten  miles,  not  exceeding  three  cents  for  every 
animal  drawing  any  vehicle  thereon,  and  six  cents  for  every 

wheel  to  any  such  vehicle;  ten  cents  for  every  person  on 
horseback ;  three  cents  for  every  horse  or  mule ;  one  cent 
per  head  for  neat  cattle,  and  five  cents  per  score  of  hogs  or 
sheep. 

8.  They  may  assess  and  collect,  in  like  manner,  toll  upon  On  bridges 
any  bridge  hereinbefore  transferred  to  them,  upon  which  toll 

has  heretofore  been  allowed,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
a  maximum  toll  not  exceeding  three  cents  for  every  animal 
drawing  any  vehicle  over  the  same,  and  six  cents  for  every 
wheel  to  any  such  vehicle ;  ten  cents  for  every  person  on 
horseback ;  three  cents  for  every  horse  or  mule ;  one  cent 
per  head  of  neat  cattle,  and  ten  cents  for  every  score  of 
sheep  or  hogs. 

Tolls  on  boats  and  passengers. 

9.  The  said  company  may  also  demand  and  collect,  on  any  Toils  on  boau 
part  of  their  water  line,  such  tolls  as  they  may  assess  on  boats  and  p*"*11*61*8 
and  other  water  craft,  not  exceeding  five  mills  per  mile,  and 

on  passengers  conveyed  by  any  person  or  company  for  com- 
pensation, two  mills  per  mile  on  each  passenger.     But  if  any  Toil  on  free  paa- 
oompany  or  person,  in  order  to  carry  on  a  competition  with  8en«erB 
any  other  company  or  person,  shall  carry  passengers  without 
compensation,  when  it  is  their  business  to  convey  passengers, 
such  company  or  person  shall  not  be  exempt  from  such  toll.

10.  The  said  company  may  contract  with  citizens  residing  contract*  for 
on  any  section  of  their  water  line,  or  on  the  line  of  the  Ka-  Payln«toU,l 
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nawha  or  Blue  Ridge  turnpike,  for  the  payment  of  their  tolls 
ig  toils  quarterly  in  advance,  or  by  the  month  or  year ;  also  with 
mail  contractors,  upon  such  terms  and  under  such  regulations 
as  they  may  prescribe ;  or  they  may  commute  the  tolls  with 
any  person,  taking  of  him  a  certain  sum  annually,  in  lieu  of 
tolls.

Exemptions  from  tolh. 

11.  The  general  assembly,  while  the  said  works  were  in 
possession  of  the  James  river  and  Kanawha  company,  having 
exempted  certain  persons  and  things  from  the  payment  of 
toll  at  sundry  places  on  the  line  of  improvement,  the  said  ex- 
emptions are  continued  as  follows,  to  wit : 

12.  No  toll  shall  hereafter  be  taken  from  persons  crossing 
Greenbrier  or  Gauley  bridges  in  a  public  stage  coach  or  other 
riding  carriage,  other  than  the  toll  imposed  by  said  company 
on  such  stage  coach  or  riding  carriage,  and  the  horses  or 
other  team  drawing  the  same.

13.  The  roads  and  bridges  which  have  been  constructed  to

ames  river,  shall  continue,  as  heretofore  required,  to  be  free 
for  the  use  of  all  persons  and  things  going  to  the  canal  for 
the  purpose  of  being  transported  upon  it,  or  going  from  the 
canal  immediately  after  having  been  transported  upon  it,  and 
conforming  to  the  lawful  rules  and  regulations  of  the  com- 
Who  to  pay  toll  pany ;  but  a  reasonable  toll,  within  the  limit  hereinbefore  pre- 
scribed, may  be  demanded  and  collected  upon  all  other  per- 
sons and  things  using  the  same  for  other  purposes. 

14.  If  the  said  company  shall  jerect  a  bridge  between  their 
canal  and  the  county  of  Powhatan,  at  or  near  the  town  of 
Jefferson,  or  at  or  near  the  town  of  Jackson,  in  the  county  of 
Botetourt,  no  toll  shall  be  charged  on  said  bridges  against 
any  person  going  to  or  coming  from  their  canal ;  and  the  toll 
charged  upon  other  persons  shall  be  as  the  said  company  may 

Erescribe,  not  exceeding  the  rates  hereinbefore  limited  on 
ridges ;  and  if  said  bridge  at  Jefferson  be  constructed,  then 
the  company  are  hereby  authorized  to  purchase  the  ferry  at 
said  town. 

15.  In  all  cases  of  tolls  on  any  of  the  company's  roads  or 
bridges,  return  wagons  or  carts  shall  pay  one-half  tolls  only ; 
and  no  toll  shall  be  demanded  or  received  from  persons  re- 
siding within  four  miles  of  any  gate  on  any  such  road,  and 
who  shall  not  have  travelled  a  distance  upon  said  road  ex- 
ceeding four  miles.  All  persons  on  whose  land  any  toll  gate 
may  stand,  shall  be  exempt  from  all  tolls  at  such  gate ;  and 
persons  owning  plantations  on  both  sides  of  any  gate,  not 
exceeding  four  miles  distant  from  each  other,  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  tolls  on  their  stock,  implements  of  husbandry,  and 
persons  employed  in  conveying  the  same  from  one  plantation 
to  the  other.

The  bill  is  to  contain:  1st,  what  to  contain 
the  name  of  the  place  or  milestone  at  which  any  of  the  pro- 
perty therein  mentioned  was  shipped,  and  the  name  of  the 
place  or  milestone  to  which  it  is  to  be  cleared ;  2d,  the  num- 
ber of  hogsheads,  barrels,  boxes,  packages,  feet  of  lumber 
(board  measure),  bags  and  bushels  of  each  species  of  article; 
3d,  a  specification  of  the  property  so  shipped  by  said  con- 
signor, and  the  quantity  and  gross  weight  of  each  species. 
And  the  legal  tolls  shall  be  demandable  and  payable  to  the 
collector  of  tolls  accordingly. 

Statement  of  passengers. 

20.  The  owner  or  master  of  every  boat  used  for  carrying  statement  of 
passengers  shall  cause  to  be  made  out  a  statement  of  the  pas-  p*88011^™ 
sengers  carried  in  his  boat,  verified  under  oath,  which  he  shall 
deliver  to  the  toll  gatherer  at  the  place  of  his  destination ; 

and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  toll  gatherer,  to  whom  such 
statement  is  returned,  to  administer  the  necessary  oath  for 
that  purpose:  which  oath,  if  taken  falsely,  shall  subject  the 
person  taking  it  to  the  penalties  provided  by  law  against  per- 
sons convicted  of  perjury.

reasonable  notice  of  such  proposed  change  shall  be  given  be- 
fore such  new  tolls  shall  take  effect.

time  of  such  seizure,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  collector  of 

tolls,  after  giving  five  days'  previous  notice  of  his  intention, 

by  advertisement  at  the  door  of  the  courthouse  of  the  county 

of  Kanawha,  to  sell  at  public  auction,  for  ready  money,  so 

much  of  the  said  cargoes  of  such  boats  or  vessels  as  will  be 

snfficient  to  pay  the  tolls  due,  with  the  addition  of  fifty  per 

centum  thereon,  and  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  the 

said  collector  in  seizing,  securing  and  taking  care  of  the  said 

vessels  and  cargoes ;  and  the  said  boats  or  vessels,  with  the 

remaining  cargoes,  and  any  balances  of  money  which  may 

remain  from  the  sales  aforesaid,  shall  then  be  returned  to  the 

lawful  owners  or  proprietors  thereof,  or  to  their  agents ;  and  Attachment*, 

the  Virginia  canal  company,  their  collectors  or  agents,  may  bow  BUed  out 

sue  out  an  attachment  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  against 

boats  and  cargoes  upon  the  Kanawha  river,  for  tolls  due  and 

unpaid  by  the  said  boats  and  cargoes,  their  owners,  masters 

or  shippers ;  which  attachment  shall  be  prosecuted  as  in  other 

cases  of  attachment  for  debt. 

28.  The  receiver  of  tolls  shall  be  authorized  to  board  and  Power  of  re- 
enter all  boats  or  other  vessels  in  the  said  river,  whether  in  ceivcro{i°na 
the  stream  or  at  anchor,  or  at  the  landings  on  either  shore  of 

the  Kanawha  river,  or  the  bays  or  inlets  thereof,  and  to  de- 
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mand  and  receive  the  legal  tolls  on  all  the  commodities  con- 
tained in  the  said  boats  or  vessels,  whether  folly  or  in  part 
loaded ;  and  in  case  of  failure  to  pay  the  said  tolls  when  thus 
demanded,  the  said  boats  or  vessels,  and  the  cargoes  thereof, 
shall  be  liable  to  seizure,  sale  and  disposition  in  all  respects 
penalty  as  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  section.     And  all  and  every 

person  or  persons  on  board  of  any  boat  or  other  vessel  in 
the  said  river,  refusing  or  neglecting  to  come  to  when  re-

All  persons,  whether  principals  or  agents,  who  shall 
pL^ng  toSi1  8Rip  on<j  °r  authorize  to  be  shipped  off,  any  article  subject  to 
the  payment  of  toll,  without  having  first  entered  the  same 
with  the  receiver  of  tolls,  as  herein  prescribed,  and  paid  the 
tolls  due  thereon,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  three  times  the  amount 
of  the  tolls  on  the  articles  so  shipped  off,  to  be  recovered  for 
the  use  of  the  said  company  before  any  justice  of  the  peace. 

CHAPTER  VII. 

Of  dividends  and  liabilities  to  stockholders. 

Dividends. 

Dividends  1.   While  the  works  are  in  progress,  and  after  they  are 

completed,  the  Virginia  canal  company  may  declare  and  make 
semiannual  dividends  of  so  much  of  the  surplus  profits  of 
their  entire  work  as  they  may  deem  it  prudent  to  divide, 
which  shall  be  paid  to  the  stockholders,  or  to  their  order,  in 
such  manner  as  the  by-laws  may  prescribe. 
Proportion  in  2.  The  dividends  declared  as  aforesaid  upon  each  share  of 
which  dividend*  gtock  hereafter  to  be  subscribed,  shall  be  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  actually  paid  thereupon  by  the  stockholders.  But 
the  corporations  and  individual  stockholders  at  the  time  of 
the  organization  of  the  company,  to  whom  certificates  of 
stock,  upon  which  the  full  amount  has  been  paid,  shall  have 
been  issued,  shall  be  paid  dividends,  rating  the  said  certifi- 
cates at  one  hundred  dollars  per  share.  Those  who  have  not 
paid  in  full,  shall  receive  dividends  only  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  actually  paid. 
Annuitv  to  3.   Before  any  dividend  shall  be  declared  to  others,  the  an- 

pa,d'  nuity  to  the  state  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  thousand 

dollars  and  the  five  per  centum  per  annum  agreed  to  be  paid 
upon  the  stock  owned  by  the  corporations  and  individuals  at 
the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  company,  and  their  as- 
signs, shall  be  set  aside  and  provided  for,  as  herein  prescribed. 
And  semiannually,  on  first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day 
of  July,  the  said  company  shall  pay  into  the  public  treasury 
of  the  state,  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  law,  the  sum  of  sixty- 
seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  in  discharge  of  said  an- 
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ntrity :  and  at  the  same  periods  shall  pay  to  the  private  stock-  Two  and  a  hair 
holders  provided  for  in  the  sixth  article  of  said  agreement,  ^SeSoei^  p" 
two  and  a  half  per  cent,  on  their  capital  stock,  until  the  line  holders 
shall  have  been  completed  to  the  Ohio  river,  when  said  inte- 
rest shall  cease,  and  the  said  private  stockholders  shall  share 
with  the  other  stockholders  the  dividends  declared  by  the 
company. 

Proceeding  to  sequester  revenues  and  property. 

4.   If  the  said  company  shall  fail  at  any  time  to  pay  any  when  property 
such  semiannual  instalment  of  said  annuity,  then  out  of  the  ^r^fleque8* 
sum  of  one  million  of  dollars  deposited  in  the  treasury  of 
the  state  by  the  said  Virginia  canal  company,  according  to 
the  fourteenth  article  of  the  said  provisional  agreement,  as  set 
forth  in  the  first  chapter,  and  the  interest  which  may  be  due 
thereon,  the  auditor  of  the  state  shall  raise  and  pay  into  the 
public  treasury  the  said  sum  of  sixty-seven  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars,  until  the  said  sum  of  one  million  of  dollars 
is  exhausted.     And  if  after  the  said  sum  of  one  million  of 
dollars  is  exhausted,  the  said  company  shall  fail  at  any  time 
to  pay  any  such  annual  instalment  of  said  annuity,  and  it  shall 
remain  unpaid  for  three  months  after  it  becomes  due,  then 
the  auditor  of  public  accounts  shall  notify  the  attorney  gene- 
ral thereof,  who  shall  immediately  proceed,  on  thirty  days7  Duty  of  attor- 
notice  to  the  president,  treasurer,  or  any  director  of  the  said  noy  genc 
company,  to  move  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  city  of  Rich- 
mond for  judgment  against  such  company.     Such  motion 
shall  have  precedence  over  all  other  cases;  and  upon  satisfac-  Property,  how 
tory  proof  that  the  said  instalment  has  not  been  paid,  the  8e<*ue8tered 
said  court  shall  give  judgment  against  said  company,  and 
sequester  its  entire  revenues  and  property;  and  the  board  of  Receiver  ap- 
public  works  shall  appoint  a  receiver.

questration shall  wholly  cease  and  determine;  but  during 
such  sequestration  the  said  receiver  and  his  agents  shall,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  board  of  public  works,  be  paid  for 
their  services  out  of  such  receipts. 

5.  If  the  'said  company  shall  fail  to  pay  to  any  of  the  said  How,  in  case  of 
private  stockholders  the  semiannual  interest  on  their  stock  for  SockhoiderBy 
ten  days  after  the  same  is  demanded,  upon  the  application  of 
such  stockholders,  upon  ten  days'  notice,  to  any  officer  or  di- 
rector of  the  company,  at  the  office  of  the  company  in  Rich- 
mond, the  auditor  of  the  state  shall  raise  and  pay  the  said 
interest  due,  out  of  the  said  sum  of  one  million  of  dollars 
deposited  in  the  treasury  by  the  said  company,  and  charge 
the  same  to  the  company;  or  the  said  stockholders,  or  any  of 
them,  may,  at  their  option,  proceed,  by  warrant  before  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  to  recover  the  same,  if  the  justice  have 
jurisdiction  of  the  amount;  or,  if  not,  by  action  of  debt  in 
the  circuit  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond.  And  when  the

tice to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  city  of 
Richmond,  and  shall  also  give  notice  thereof,  in  such  manner 
as  they  may  deem  expedient,  in  the  city  of  Paris.  In  Janu- 
ary, eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  and  once  in  every  five 
years  thereafter,  they  shall  publish,  in  like  manner,  a  list  of 
all  dividends  which  have  remained  unpaid  for  two  years  or 
more,  with  the  names  of  the  persons  to  whose  credit  such 
railed  for  dividends  stand.  All  dividends  not  called  for  within  the

Regulations  for  the  inspection  of  boats,  and  for  boatmen 
and  others;  harbor  and  dock  masters;  to  prevent  the 
company's  workmen  or  employees  from  violating  the  peace  ; 
exempting  them  from  working  on  other  roads,  and  from 

MILITIA   DUTY. 

Inspectors  of  boats. 

1.  The  said  company  may  require  such  of  the  lock  keepers  inspectors  of 
or  toll  gatherers,  upon  any  part  of  their  water  line  as  they  boato 
may  invest  with  the  authority  hereby  given,  to  become  in- 
spectors of  boats,  and  require  from  such  person  bond  with 

good  security  in  such  penalty  as  their  by-laws  may  prescribe, 
for  the  true  and  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 
office ;  and  such  person  shall  also  take  an  oath  for  the  same 
purpose. 

Dock  masters  and  harbor  masters. 

2.  The  said  Virginia  canal  company  may  establish  regula-  Dock  and  na- 
tions for  the  preservation  of  good  order  at  any  of  their  bor  ma8ten* 
basins,  docks  or  landings,  and  at  wharves  for  loading  and  un- 
loading boats  or  vessels  engaged  in  navigating  their  water 

line,  at  any  point  thereon,  whether  on  rivers  or  canal :  pro- 
vided such  regulations  be  consistent  with  the  laws  of  the 
state  and  the  police  regulations  of  any  city  or  corporation 
authorized  by  law  to  prescribe  such  regulations ;  and  for  such 
purpose  may  appoint  dock  masters  or  other  officers,  whose  Their  duties 
duty  it  shall  be  to  cause  such  regulations  to  be  obeyed,  and 
to  collect  the  penalties  fixed  by  said  regulations  for  infringe- 
ments thereof;  which  penalties  shall  be  recoverable  before 
any  tribunal  having  jurisdiction  thereof. 

3.  No  harbor  master  shall  have  any  control  over  any  boat  when  control  of 
or  vessel  after  the  same  shall  have  entered  the  said  company's  h|^r  ma8ter 
line,  as  designated  in  the  fifth  chapter,  nor  while  entering, 
remaining  in  or  leaving  any  of  said  company's  docks,  locks 

or  water  line,  or  any  channel  leading  thereto,  which  have 
been  constructed  by  them  according  to  law,  or  by  the  com- 
pany whose  rights  and  interests  have  been  transferred  to 
them. 

4.  The  said  dock  masters,  or  other  officers  appointed  to  Dutie*  of  dock 
discharge  their  duties,  shall  regulate  the  anchoring  and  moor-  ma*u,ro 

ing  of  all  lighters,  boats,  and  bay  and  river  craft,  steamboats 
and  other  vessels  which  come  within  any  of  the  said  docks  or 
basins,  or  anchor  at  or  are  secured  at  any  of  such  wharves  or 
landings.  He  shall  also  regulate  their  entrances  and  depar- 
ture,rso  as  to  prevent  confusion  and  disorder. 

5.  Any  master  or  head  man  of  any  vessel,  or  boat,  or  other  Penalty  for  re- 
craft,  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  obey  or  comply  with  the  law-  J™1^^ 
fill  order  of  any  of  said  dock  masters  or  other  officers,  after 

having  had  a  reasonable  time  for  obedience  or  compliance, 
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shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence; 
to  be  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  having  ju- 
risdiction. 

To  prevent  company"*  employees  from  violating  the  peace. 

rcftc*^  how  pre-     6.   If  at  any  time,  on  any  part  of  the  company's  line,  any 
Berr  workman  or  other  employee  shall  be  engaged  in  a  riotous, 

tumultuous  or  unlawful  assembly,  or  in  any  violation  of  the 
peace,  any  judge  or  justice  within  his  jurisdiction  may  sup- 
press the  same;  and  for  that  purpose,  may  command  the 
assistance  of  all  persons  present,  and  of  the  sheriff  or  ser- 
geant of  the  county  or  corporation,  with  his  posse,  if  need 
be,  to  arrest  and  secure  those  engaged  in  any  violation  of  the 
peace.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  contractor  or  officer 
of  the  said  company,  having  knowledge  thereof,  to  give 
immediate  information  of  any  such  violation  or  apprehended 
violation,  to  some  judge  or  justice  nearest  thereto.  Any 
person  so  arrested  shall  be  proceeded  against  as  prescribed 
by  law  in  such  cases. 

Exemption  from  working  on  other  roads. 

Exemption*  7.   The  officers,  contractors,  and  their  agents  and  laborers, 

rSiISiWorkingon  hirelings  or  hands,  while  engaged  at  work  upon  the  line  of  the 
company's  works,  shall  be  exempt  from,  and  in  no  wise  sub- 
ject to,  the  provisions  of  any  road  law,  by  which  the  citizens 
of  any  county  or  corporation  along  said  line  may  be  com- 
pelled to  perform  labor  on  any  road  or  work  within  the  same, 
and  from  any  tax  or  contribution  whatever,  under  any  special 
road  law  heretofore  passed,  or  that  may  be  hereafter  passod, 
for  any  county  or  corporation. 

Exemption  from  militia  doty.

any  contract  for  the  completion  of  any  work  on  the  com- 
pany's water  line  in  a  specified  time. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

For  the  prevention  of  obstructions;   to  facilitate  naviga- 
tion on  the  company's  line,  and  to  punish  offenders  ;  SALE 

OF  WATER   POWER;      RESERVATION    OF    WATER    FOR    THE     STATE 
ARMORY. 

Right*  of  navigation  preserved;    limitation  on  power  of  courts  to 
grant  leave  to  erect  dams. 

1.  In  any  of  the  rivers  or  water  courses,  the  right  of  im-  Ri^hta  of  navi- 
proving  or  extending  the  navigation  of  which  has  been  given  gation 
hereby,  or  may  be  hereafter  given  to  the  Virginia  canal  com- 
pany, it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  court  to  grant  to  any 

other  person  or  company  the  preference  to  the  use  of  the 
water  flowing  therein  for  the  purposes  of  such  navigation, 
nor  to  grant  leave  to  any  person  to  erect  a  dam  or  other  ob- 
struction across  or  in  such  water  course,  by  which  the  ordi- 
nary navigation  will  be  obstructed,  nor  by  which  the  water 
used  as  a  feeder  to  any  part  of  the  company's  water  line  may 
be  diverted  or  lessened,  without  the  consent  of  said  com- 
pany. Any  such  dam  or  obstruction,  notwithstanding  it  may  Limitation  as  to 
be  built  under  such  leave,  shall  be  deemed  a  nuisance,  and  dam8 
may  be  abated  as  such. 

Penalty  for  obstructing  navigation  with  fish  traps,  Sfc. 

2.  If  any  person  or  company  shall  hereafter  make  or  cause  Fish  traps 
to  be  made  any  hedges,  nsh  traps  or  other  obstructions  in 

any  of  said  rivers  composing  part  of  the  said  company's  wa- 
ter line,  so  as  to  impede  or  injure  the  passage  of  batteaux, 
floats  or  other  vessels,  such  person  or  company  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  said  canal  company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for 
each  offence. 

Buoys,  beacons  and  ring  bolts  to  be  placed  in  rivers. 

3.  The  said  company  shall  cause  buoys  to  be  placed  in  any  Buoys 
part  of  their  water  line  in  which  they  may  be  necessary,  so 

as  readily  and  clearly  to  indicate  and  point  out  to  navigators 
all  the  entrances  and  lines  of  the  sluices,  the  wing  dams  and 
the  jetties,  and  generally  the  course  of  the  channels.  They  Beacons 
shall  also  cause  beacons  to  be  placed  on  the  bars,  rocks 
and  other  obstructions  to  navigation,  not  within  the  sluices 
or  channels,  but  which,  from  their  positions,  or  from  other 
causes,  are  likely  to  endanger  the  safety  of  vessels  or  boats 
navigating  the  said  water  line ;  which  buoys  and  beacons 
shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  be  visible  until  the  water  in  any 
of  the  rivers  on  the  said  line  in  which  they  may  be  necessary, 
shall  rise  live  feet  above  its  ordinary  lowest  level.  For  the  Rin#» 
greater  safety  and  convenience  of  the  trade,  it  shall  be  the 
farther  duty  of  the  said  company  to  cause  large  rings  to  be 
attached  by  suitable  bolts  to  rocks  or  other  stable  bodies, 
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used 
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along  the  sluices  and  at  the  ends  of  the  wing  dams  and  jet- 
ties, for  the  better  enabling  boats  or  vessels  to  overcome  the 
force  of  the  currents  by  warps  and  cords. 

Water  not  to  be  wed  but  for  navigation;  water  power,  how  told. 

4.  The  water,  or  any  part  thereof,  conveyed  through  any 
canal  or  cut  made  by  the  company,  except  where  the  land 
between  the  canal  and  the  river  is  entirely  the  property  of 
the  company,  shall  not  be  used  for  any  purpose  out  naviga- 
tion, unless  the  consent  of  the  proprietors  of  the  land  be  first 
had;  but  the  company  may  lease  or  sell  to  any  person  or 
company  the  water  power  necessary  for  propelling  any  ma- 
chinery for  milling  or  other  purposes,  where  such  person  or 
company  may  have  obtained  the  necessary  site  therefor. 
And  where  the  company  is  possessed  of,  or  may  acquire  here- 
after, land  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  and  shall  not  thereby 
damage  other  proprietors  of  land  in  a  manner  not  compen- 
sated for  at  the  time  of  acquiring  the  same,  they  may  estab- 
lish any  such  machinery,  and  work  the  same  with  the  water 
from  any  canal  or  dam,  so  as  not  to  impair  the  navigation  by 
such  use  of  water,  and  may  again  sell  or  lease  the  same.

5.  The  commonwealth  of  Virginia  reserves  the  right  to 
the  use  of  so  much  of  the  water  in  the  canal  of  the  company 
as  may  be  sufficient  to  propel  the  machinery  necessary  for  the 
manufacturing  of  arms  at  the  public  armory  in  the  city  of 
Richmond,  and  which  shall  be  used  for  that  purpose,  free  of 
all  charge  whatever ;  and  the  company  shall  at  no  time  stop 
or  obstruct  the  use  of  said  water,  except  when  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  repair  of  the  canal ;  and  in  time  of  war  or 
apprehended  danger,  the  governor  shall  be  the  judge  of  such 
Leasees  of  state  necessity.  The  said  company  shall  not  obstruct  the  use  of  the 
water,  to  the  extent  it  is  now  enjoyed,  to  the  lessees  of  the 
state  on  the  property  adjoining  the  said  armory,  they  paying 
the  rent  for  said  water  heretofore  agreed  to  be  paid,  or  that 
may  be  contracted  to  be  paid  in  case  of  a  renewal  of  their 
lease :  provided,  that  the  quantity  of  water  taken  by  the  state 
shall  not  so  reduce  the  water  in  the  canal  as  to  interfere  with 
the  navigation  thereof,  and  the  compliance  by  the  company 
with  any  contract  heretofore  made,  for  a  supply  of  water  from 
the  canal  to  mills  or  other  manufactories.  This  section  shall 
not  be  construed  to  waive  or  impair  any  right  of  the  com- 
monwealth, by  virtue  of  any  law,  resolution  or  contract,  to 
water  from  the  said  canal,  but  such  right  shall  be  valid  against 
the  said  canal  company:  provided,  that  the  whole  quantity 
of  water  for  the  commonwealth  shall  not  exceed  that  to 
which  the  commonwealth  may  be  entitled  as  aforesaid. 
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CHAPTER  X. 

Returns,  reports  and  taxation;  duration  op  charter;  right 
to  abolish  it;  when  james  river  and  kanawna  company 
restored  to  their  rights  and  franchises. 

Reports  required  of  company. 

1.  Whenever  the  general  assembly  shall  call  on  the  Vir-  When  reports 
ginia  canal  company  for  any  information  relative  to  its  opera- to  **       e 
tions,  affairs  or  condition,  the  said  company  shall  furnish  the 

same.  Whether  the  general  assembly  shall  do  so  or  not,  the 
"Virginia  canal  company  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
board  of  public  works,  of  its  condition  and  the  state  of  its 
affairs  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  September,  and  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  company  during  the  year  ending  on  that  day ; 
which  report  shall  be  verified  by  the  president  of  the  com- 
pany, and  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  said  board  by  the 
fifteenth  day  of  November  in  each  year.  The  said  report 
shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  board  of  public  works  shall  pre- 
scribe ;  and  in  preparing  such  form,  the  said  board  are  hereby  Dotv  of  board  ot 
directed  to  require  that  the  said  report  shall  retain  as  full  and  pub"c  work* 
minute  information  in  regard  to  the  condition,  affairs  and 
operations  of  the  said  canal  company,  as  may  be  required  by 
said  board  in  regard  to  the  condition,  affairs  and  operations 
of  the  railroad  companies  within  the  commonwealth. 

PenaUy  for  failing  to  make  report. 

2.  If  the  said  company  shall  fail  to  make  the  report  herein  Penalty  for  fail- 
required,  and  in  the  manner  required,  it  shall  be  liable  to  a  {JJ^0  mako  "** 
penalty  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars.     And  the  board 

of  public  works,  if  in  session,  or  its  secretary,  if  it  be  not  in 
session,  shall  report  such  failure  immediately  to  the  attorney 
general ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  after  giving  to  the  said  Failure  to  re- 
company  ten  days'  notice,  to  proceed  against  the  same  for  Sod™/™" 
such  failure,  by  motion,  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  city  of 
Richmond.  Such  court  shall  consider  said  case  a  privileged 
case,  and  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  enter  up  a  judgment  for  a  fine 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  and  the  costs,  ^including 
ft  fee  of  twenty  dollars  for  the  services  of  said  attorney 
general.  Execution  shall  be  awarded  against  the  said  com- 
pany, to  be  levied  as  other  executions  are  levied  upon  any  of 
its  property. 

Taxation. 

3.  The  works  which  the  said  company  shall  construct,  and  Taxation,  ex- 
the  property  which  they  shall  acquire  by  purchase  or  con-  empt  fh>m 
demnation,  under  the  authority  of  this  law,  shall  be  vested  in 

them  and  their  successors  forever,  for  their  own  use  and 
benefit,  exempt  from  all  public  taxes,  burdens  or  charges, 
other  than  those  which  may  be  imposed  or  authorized  by  this 
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act:  provided,  that  when  the  dividends  declared  by  the  said 
company  shall  reach  ten  per  centum  per  annum,  then  the 
said  company  shall  be  subject  to  taxation,  at  a  rate  not  ex- 
ceeding that  imposed  on  other  internal  improvement  com- 
panies in  this  state. 

Duration  of  charter, 

4.  If  the  said  Virginia  canal  company  be  not  organized  by 
the  appointment  of  a  president  and  directors  as  required  by 
this  charter,  within  ten  months  from  the  passage  thereof,  this 
act  shall  be  null  and  void ;  and  if  said  company  shall  not 
bona  fide  commence  its  works  within  six  months  after  its 
organization,  or  if,  after  commencing  its  works,  it  shall  sus- 
pend its  operations  for  one  year,  or  if  it  shall  fail  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  the  fifth  chapter  hereof,  so  far  as  the 
same  refers  to  the  fourteenth  article  of  the  said  provisional 
agreement,  the  general  assembly  may  abrogate  this  charter, 
and  declare  that  the  corporate  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
company  shall  cease;  or  it  may  allow  said  company  such 
further  time  to  complete  the  said  works  and  to  comply  with 
its  engagements,  as  to  the  legislature  may  seem  just  and 
proper. 

Disposition  of  property  when  corporation  is  dissolved. 

5.  If  the  said  corporation  shall  be  dissolved  as  aforesaid, 
and  its  corporate  rights  and  privileges  shall  have  ceased,  all 
its  works  and  property,  and  debts  due  to  it,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  payment  of  debts  due  by  it,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  charter ;  and  it  may  sue  and  be  sued,  as 
before,  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  debts  due  to  it,  prose- 
cuting rights  under  previous  contracts  with  it,  and  enforcing 
its  liabilities  and  transferring  its  property  and  debts  to  its 
successor,  as  hereafter  provided.  ' 

When  James  river  and  Kanawha  covvpany  restored  to  its  rigMs. 

6.  If  the  said  Virginia  canal  company  shall  fail  to  comply 
with  its  undertaking  as  hereinbefore  set  out,  so  that  the 

general  assembly  shall  proceed  to  abrogate  its  charter  and  to 
eclare  that  its  corporate  rights  and  privileges  shall  cease, 
and  that  its  property  shall  be  forfeited  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  and  said  provisional  agreement,  then  the 
James  river  and  Kanawha  company,  as  it  existed  before  the 
passage  of  this  act,  shall  thereupon  be  restored  to  all  the 
rights  conferred  by  its  charter  and  the  laws  existing  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  as  fully  and  effectually  as  if 
this  act  had  never  passed ;  and  so  much  of  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars  appropriated  by  the  act  of  March 
twenty-third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Kanawha  river,  as  shall  have  been  expended 
thereon,  and  shall  not  have  been  repaid  to  the  state,  shall  be 
and  remain  a  lien  upon  the  works,  property  and  franchises  of 
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the  company  in  and  upon  the  Kanawha  river :  and  the  deed  Deed  of  j»mc* 
which  has  been  executed  for  the  security  of  the  said  sum  of  nawhlncdom-a* 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  in  full  force  and  pany,  when  to 
effect;  and  all  the  rights,  interests  and  liens  of  the  state  in 
and  upon  the  James  river  and  Kanawha  company,  and  the 
works,  property  and  franchises  thereof,  as  the  same  exist  at 
the  time  this  act  is  passed,  shall  exist  and  be  in  full  force  and 
effect :  and  the  said  James  river  and  Kanawha  company  shall 
be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions,  duties  and  liabilities  that  are 
imposed  upon  it  by  the  laws  in  force  immediately  before  the 
passage  of  this  act ;  and  said  laws  so  in  force  at  the  passage 
of  this  act,  shall  be,  in  all  other  respects,  in  full  force. 

7.  The  stockholders  in  the  Virginia  canal  company,  at  the  Rights  of  pri- 
time  when  its  said  charter  shall  cease,  and  when  the  rights  of  ^werT*" 
the  said  company  shall  be  transferred  to  the  said  James  river 

and  Kanawha  company,  who  were  stockholders  in  the  James 
river  and  Kanawha  company,  or  who  derived  title  to  their 
stock  from  or  under  such  stockholders,  to  the  extent  of  the 
stock  so  held,  shall  be  considered  stockholders  in  that  com- 
pany, and  their  stock  shall  be  of  the  par  value  at  which  it 
was  estimated  while  stockholders  of  the  said  James  river 
and  Kanawha  company ;  and  in  all  other  respects  they  shall 
be  restored  to  their  rights  and  liabilities,  and  be  entitled  to 
the  profits  and  remedies  granted  by  the  charter  of  the  said 
James  river  and  Kanawha  company  before  the  passage  of 
this  act.  And  the  state  shall  have  the  same  quantity  of  stock  state 
in  the  said  James  river  and  Kanawha  company,  and  the  same 
interest  therein,  as  is  now  held  by  the  state  in  said  company. 

8.  If,  at  any  time  hereafter,  the  board  of  public  works  shall  How,  if  board  of 
be  abolished,  or  shall  cease  to  exist,  the  powers  and  authority  cewCtoe2lt 
vested  in  it  by  this  act  shall  be  vested  in  and  exercised  by 

such  other  body  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  constitution  or 
laws  of  the  state  to  control  and  superintend  the  public  works 
of  Virginia.

Preamble  Whereas  the  war  which  was  recently  waged  for  several 

years  in  the  state  of  Virginia,  in  its  progress  and  results 
swept  out  of  existence  the  property  in  slaves  (which  consti- 
tuted a  very  large  proportion  of  the  wealth  of  the  people), 
as  well  as  a  very  large  amount  of  other  personal  property, 
and  at  the  same  time  annihilated  the  only  currency  which  had 
circulated  for  over  three  years,  together  with  the  stocks  and 
securities,  growing  out  of  the  war,  in  which  the  people  had 
made  large  investments,  and  either  destroyed  or  greatly 
impaired  the  value  of  all  other  stocks  and  securities,  so  that 
but  little  is  now  left  to  the  people  except  their  lands,  which, 
for  want  of  efficient  labor,  and  in  many  large  districts,  for 
want  of  stock,  implements,  horses  and  buildings,  cannot  be 
successfully  cultivated,  and  as  a  consequence  of  this  condition 
of  things,  there  exists  an  unprecedented  scarcity  of  money 
among  the  people  of  the  state:  and  whereas  it  cannot  be 
questioned  that  this  state  of  general  embarrassment  and  dis- 
tress presents  the  strongest  appeal  for  legislative  interference 
to  prevent  the  unjust  and  ruinous  sacrifice  of  property  that 
would  inevitably  result  from  forced  sales  under  such  circum- 
stances; and  while  this  general  assembly  recognize  their 
imperative  duty  to  respect  and  obey  the  constitutional  pro- 
visions which  prohibit  the  enactment  of  any  law  impairing 
the  obligation  of  contracts,  they  believe  that,  when  construed 
with  reference  to  the  objects  of  those  provisions,  and  in  the 
light  of  principles  recognized  and  acted  upon  by  the  courts

Preamble  Whereas  a  depreciated  currency,  known  as  Confederate 

States  treasury  notes,  constituted  the  only  or  principal  cur- 
rency in  the  greater  part  of  this  state  during  the  late  war : 
and  whereas  the  result  of  said  war  involved  the  total  destruc- 
tion of  said  currency :  and  whereas  there  are  many  contracts 
which  were  made,  or  obligations  which  were  incurred  before 
the  termination  of  said  war,  predicated  on  said  depreciated 
currency,  still  remaining  wholly  or  partially  unadjusted,  in 
respect  to  which  great  uncertainty  exists,  perplexing  alike  to

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April,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  the  debtor,  on  or  after 
the  maturity  of  the  claim  against  him,  and  within  the  period 
above  mentioned,  made  to  the  creditor,  his  agent  or  attorney 
at  law,  a  bona  fide  and  actual  tender  of  the  amount  due,  in 
the  said  Confederate  States  treasury  notes,  or  other  equal  or 
better  currency,  and  that  the  creditor  then  refused  to  accept 
the  same,  a  court  of  equity  may  grant  relief  to  the  debtor, 
unless  it  appear  that  the  creditor  was  justified  in  refusing  to 
accept  the  amount  tendered,  in  consequence  of  a  substantial 
and  decided  depreciation  of  said  currency  after  the  time  at 
which  payment  ought  to  have  been  made,  and  before  the 
time  at  which  the  tender  was  made,  or  unless  it  otherwise 
appear  to  be  inequitable  to  grant  such  relief. 

5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  bound  for  any  debt,  or 
the  performance  of  any  contract,  which  was  to  be  discharged 
or  performed  by  the  payment  of  Confederate  States  treasury 
notes,  or  for  the  performance  of  any  contract  made  with 
reference  to  such  notes  as  a  standard  of  value,  to  tender  to 
the  party  entitled  to  demand  payment  or  performance,  or 
damages  for  nonperformance,  the  amount  demandable  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  if  such  party  shall

Chap.  72. — An  ACT  to  give  effect  to  certain  Acts,  Contracts  and  Proceed- 
ings during  the  late  War. 

Passed  February  28, 1800. 

Whereas  a  convention,  assembled  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  Preamble 
did,  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-one,  adopt  an  ordinance  declaring  the  Union,  between 
the  state  of  Virginia  and  the  other  states,  to  be  dissolved,  as 
of  that  day ;  from  which  time,  an  authority  was  maintained 
in  said  city,  which  claimed  to  be  the  government  of  Virginia, 
and  actually  exercised,  over  much  the  greater  part  of  the 
state,  all  the  powers  and  functions  of  a  government  of  the 
state  of  Virginia,  until  it  was  overthrown  and  suppressed  by 
the  military  forces  of  the  United  States,  in  April,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-five :  and  whereas,  in  the  interval  which 
necessarily  occurred  between  the  overthrow  of  the  said  gov- 
ernment and  the  actual  establishment,  in  the  several  counties 
and  corporations,  of  authority  under  the  present  state  gov- 
ernment, many  acts  were  probably  done  by  persons  who  had 
been  officers  of  the  said  government,  and  also  by  individuals,

1.  Be  it  therefore  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
attorney  general  of  this  commonwealth,  under  the  direction 
of  the  governor,  in  case  the  consent  of  congress  should  be 
given  to  such  annexation,  at  once  to  institute  such  legal  pro- 
ceedings as  may  be  proper,  either  at  law  or  in  equity,  and  to 
adopt  and  carry  out  all  other  measures  as  may  be  necessary 
on  the  part  of  this  commonwealth,  to  secure,  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, a  decision,  by  the  appropriate  legal  tribunals,  of  any 
and  all  questions  arising  out  of  the  attempt  to  annex  said 
counties  of  Jefferson  ana  Berkeley,  or  either  of  them,  to  the 
state  of  West  Virginia,  or  of  said  state  to  exercise  jurisdic- 
tion over  them.  And  the  governor  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  employ,  and  associate  with  the  attorney  general, 
in  conducting  said  proceedings,  Reverdy  Johnson,  and  such 
other  competent  counsel  as  he  may  deem  proper,  and  to  pay 
them  such  just  compensation  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  together 
with  all  other  necessary  expenses  attending  the  same,  ont  of 
the  appropriation  hereinafter  made. 

2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  governor  be  and

A  copy  of  which  order  shall  be  delivered  by  the  clerk  of 
every  court,  respectively,  to  the  sheriff,  to  be  served  on  the 
freeholders  so  appointed,  within  fifteen  days  after  the  making 
thereof:  and  the  said  freeholders  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
obeyed  in  every  particular,  and  shall  cause  to  be  given,  in  the 
most  public  manner,  and  in  the  most  public  places  in  their 
county,  by  publication  in  the  newspapers  or  otherwise,  at 
least  three  weeks  before  the  same  is  performed,  of  the  time 
appointed  by  them  for  processioning  in  each  precinct;  and 
shall  also  cause  to  be  served,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
law,  a  like  notice  upon  any  person  whose  lands  may  be 
affected  by  such  processioning.  Each  processioner  shall  be 
allowed,  by  the  court  of  his  county,  one  dollar  for  every  day 
he  shall  be  employed ;  and  in  the  case  of  the  death,  resigna- 
tion or  removal  from  office,  or  failure  to  act,  of  any  such 
processioners,  the  court  of  the  county  where  such  vacancy 
shall  happen,  shall  appoint  a  successor;  and  every  county 
court  shall  make  a  reasonable  allowance  to  its  clerk  for  the 
services  to  be  performed  by  him,  by  virtue  of  this  act ;  which 
allowance,  together  with  other  necessary  expenses  incurred 
in  the  execution  of  this  act,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  shall 
be  levied  in  the  next  county  levy. 

2.  The  said  processioners,  whenever  they  deem  it  neces- 
sary, or  when  any  party  in  interest  may  require  it,  may  em- 
ploy the  county  surveyor,  or  any  other  surveyor  designated 
by  the  court,  to  run  such  lines,  and  make  such  plats,  reports 
and  surveys  as  they  may  deem  necessary :  and  whenever  any 
party  in  interest  requires  it,  the  said  processioners  shall  re- 
turn to  said  court  a  plat  and  survey  of  any  land  processioned 
as  aforesaid ;  and  any  party  interested  may  contest  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  processioning,  and  have  the  same  tried  by  a 
jury,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  right  of  appeal 
or  supersedeas  as  if  it  was  an  action  of  ejectment :  provided, 
that  the  issue  to  be  made  up  and  tried  shall  be,  "Whether 
the  processioning  of  the  land  in  controversy  is  in  accordance 
with  the  true  boundaries  of  said  land ;  and,  if  not,  what  are 
the  true  boundaries  ?"  upon  the  trial  of  which  issue,  all  the 
evidence  shall  be  admitted  which  would  be  admissible  if  it

gress of  the  war  recently  waged  in  the  state  of  Virginia, 
sustained  such  losses  that  they  are  now  unable  to  promptly 
pay  their  liabilities :  and  whereas  it  is  the  sense  of  the  gene- 
ral assembly  that  a  speedy  settlement  of  the  affairs  of  said 
banks  should  be  made,  in  order  to  a  legal  and  proper  distri- 
bution of  their  assets  amongst  all  persons  entitled  to  share  in 
such  distribution :  Therefore, 
Deed  of  trust  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  assembly,  That  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  of  any  bank  of  circu- 
lation chartered  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  to  make 
or  cause  to  be  made  a  deed,  conveying  to  such  person  or  per- 
sons as  said  president  and  directors  may  select,  all  the  assets,

in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law :  and  no  such  company  shall 
receive  such  license  until  it  has  deposited  with  the  treasurer 
of  the  state  six  per  centum  bonds  of  the  state  of  Virginia, 
or  other  bonds  of  public  corporations  guaranteed  by  the 
state,  or  bonds  of  individuals,  residents  of  the  state,  executed 
for  money  loaned  or  debts  contracted  after  the  passage  of 
this  .act,  and  secured  by  deed  of  trust  on  real  estate  in  this 
state,  bearing  not  less  than  six  per  centum  per  annum  inter- 
est, to  the  amount  following,  to  wit :  If  the  capital  of  the 
said  company  does  not  exceed  five  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
it  shall  deposit  thirty  thousand  dollars  of  said  bonds.  If  the 
capital  of  the  company  is  over  five  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
and  does  not  exceed  one  million  of  dollars,  it  shall  deposit 
thirty-five  thousand  dollars :  and  for  every  additional  million 
of  dollars,  or  a  fraction  thereof,  it  shall  deposit  an  additional 
five  thousand  dollars  of  said  bonds ;  but  no  company  shall 
be  required  to  deposit  more  than  fifty  thousand  dollars  of 
said  bonds.

Chap.  181.— An  ORDINANCE  to  alter  and  amend  the  third  Article  of  the

1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia, 
That  the  third  article  of  the  constitution  be  altered  and 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"  1.  Every  white  male  citizen  of  the  commonwealth,  of  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  has  been  a  resident  of  the  state 
for  two  years,  and  of  the  county,  city  or  town  where  he  offers 
to  vote,  for  twelve  months  next  preceding  an  election,  who 
has  paid  all  state  taxes  assessed  to  him  for  the  preceding 
year,  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  general 
assembly,  and  all  officers  elective  by  the  people ;  but  when  a 
citizen  of  the  state  removes  from  one  county,  city  or  town  to 
another  in  this  state,  he  shall  not,  by  reason  of  such  change 
of  residence,  lose  his  right  to  vote  in  the  county,  city  or  town 
from  which  he  removes,  until  he  shall  have  acquired  the  right 
to  vote  in  the  county,  city  or  town  to  which  he  removes : 
provided,  however,  that  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  vote 
who  is  of  unsound  mind,  a  pauper,  or  who  has  been  con- 
victed of  bribery  at  an  election,  or  of  any  infamous  offence. 
No  person  in  the  military,  naval  or  marine  service  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  deemed  a  resident  of  this  state,  by 
reason  of  being  stationed  therein ;  4>ut  citizens  of  this  state, 
when  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
permitted  to  vote  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  general  assembly,  wherever  they  may  be  sta- 
tioned, the  same  as  if  they  were  within  their  respective  cities, 
counties  or  districts. 

"  2.  The  general  assembly,  as  occasion  may  require,  shall 
cause  every  city  or  town,  the  white  population  of  which  ex- 
ceeds five  thousand,  to  be  laid  off  into  convenient  wards,  and 
a  separate  place  of  voting  to  be  established  in  each ;  and 
thereafter,  no  inhabitant  of  such  city  or  town  shall  be  allowed 
to  vote  except  in  the  ward  in  which  he  resides. 

"  3.  No  voter,  during  the,  time  for  holding  an  election,  at 
which  he  is  entitled  to  vote,*bhall  be  compelled  to  perform 
military  service,  except  in  time  of  war  or  public  'danger,  or 
to  work  on  the  public  roads,  or  to  attend  any  court  as  suitor, 
juror  or  witness ;  and  no  voter  shall  be  subject  to  arrest  nn 
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der  any  civil  process  during  his  attendance  at  elections,  or  in 
going  to  or  returning  from  them. 

"4.  In  all  elections,  votes  shall  be  given  openly  or  viva  voce,  Vote«  to  be 
and  not  by  ballot;  but  dumb  persons,  entitled*  to  suffrage,  f™ by *** 
may  vote  by  ballot."

Chap.  152. — An  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Alexandria.

house  or  coffee  house ;  every  person  who  is  a  dealer  in  horses 
or  mules;  every  person  who  keeps  a  livery  stable;  every 
broker ;  every  person  who  sells  or  barters  any  patent,  specific 
or  quack  medicine;  and  all  sellers  of  spirituous  liquors, ^hop 
keepers,  merchants  and  traders.  They  may  levy  taxes  on  in- 
comes and  on  licenses  of  persons  in  the  city  in  cases  not 
otherwise  provided  for :  subject,  however,  to  the  provision  Limitation 
in  the  twenty-fifth  section  of  the  fourth  article  of  the  consti- 
tution. 

11.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  city  council  may  May  grant  or  re- 
grant  or  refuse  licenses  to  the  owners  or  keepers  of  wagons,  ^^  cense8 
carts,  drays,  hacks  and  other  wheel  carriages  kept  or  em- 
ployed in  the  city  for  hire ;  and  may  require  taxes  to  be  paid 

thereon,  and  subject  the  same  to  such  regulations  as  they 
may  deem  proper. 

12.  lie  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  city  council  may  Special  taxation 
specially  tax  a  lot  adjoining  a  street  on  which  paving  is  done 

or  curbstone  put  down  (whether  on  the  sidewalk  or  carriage 
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way),  not  exoeeding  two-thirds  of  the  expense  of  the  curb- 
stone or  paving  on  that  half,  of  the  street  opposite  such  lot. 
city  council  in-       13.   Be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  member  of  either 
w^thta6th°e  gifT  branch  6f  the  city  council  shall,  during  his  continuance  in 

""" ••     office^  be  eligible  to  any  office  or  place  within  the  gift  of  said 

council,  to  which  there  shall  be  any  fee  or  compensation. 

14.  The  mayor  of  the  city  of  Alexandria  shall  be  annually 
elected  by  the  qualified  voters,  at  the  times  and  places  and  in 
the  manner  that  members  of  the  city  council  are  elected. 
Term  of  office  He  shall  hold*  hi  s  office  for  one  year  from  the  time  of  his 
election,  and  until  a  successor  is  chosen  and  qualified  in  his 
stead :  at  the  expiration  of  which  period  he  may  be  re-elected 
for  two  years  thereafter  in  succession,  and  no  longer,  until  he 
shall  have  been  out  of  office  one  year.  He  shall,  before  he 
enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, in  the  presence  of  the  common  council,  faithfully  to 
execute  his  said  office :  which  shall  be  recorded  in  his  book  of 
proceedings.

But  N^person  to 
no  person  shall  hold  more  than  one  office  or  place  of  honor  JjJ,  oScc6  ^^ 
or  profit,  under  the  charter  of  the  said  city,  at  the  same  time :  timo° 
provided,  however,  that  the  attorney  for  the  corporation  may  Provino ' 

pe  a  member  of  either  branch  of  the  city  council,  and  the 

auditor  of  the  corporation  may  be  the  clerk  of  either  branch 

of  the  said  city  council.    If  at  any  time  one-fourth  of  the 

voters  in  the  city  shall,  by  petition,  express,  as  to  any  of  the 

officers  of  the  corporation,  a  desire  for  a  change  in  the  mode 

of  appointing  one  or  more  of  them,  the  said  city  council  shall, 

by  resolution,  direct  a  poll  to  .be  taken  for  and  agaipst  such 

change,  specifying  in  such  resolution  the  particular  office  or 

offices  as  to  which  the  change  is  proposed.     The  resolution  Resolution,  how 

shall  designate  a  certain  time  for  the  poll;  not  less  than  one  PubUshed 

month  from  its  date,  and  shall  be  published  for  one  month  in 

one  or  more  newspapers  of  the  city.    At  the  time  designated, 

the  poll  shall  be  taken,  superintended  and  conducted  by  the 

same  officers,  at  the  same  places,  and  in  like  manner  as  the 

elections  hereinbefore  mentioned.

The  said  election  shall  be  closed  on  the  day  it  is  begun ; 
and  the  poll  shall  be  kept  open  until  sunset,  and  no  longer. 
The  said  commissioners  in  each  ward,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall,  on  the  next  day  after  the  election,  make  a  list  of  all  the 
votes  received  at  said  election ;  and  the  four  persons  having 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  members  to  serve  in  the 
common  council,  shall  be  duly  elected ;  and  the  two  persons, 
at  the  first'  election  under  this  act,  and  thereafter  the  person 
having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  members  or  member 
to  serve  in  the  board  of  aldermen,  shall  be  duly  elected ;  and 
in  all  cases  of  an  equality  of  votes,  the  commissioners  shall 
decide,  and  shall  make  a  return  of  the  persons  so  elected, 
under  their  hands  and  seals,  to  the  mayor,  who  shall  cause 
the  game  to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  of  the  city. 
The  said  commissioners  shall  also  send  a  duplicate  return, 
under  their  hands  and  seals,  of  the  persons  elected  to  serve 
in  the  common  council,  to  the  clerk  of  the  common  council; 
and  of  the  persons,  at  the  first  election  under  this  act,  and 
thereafter,  of  the  person  elected  to  the  board  of  aldermen, 
to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  aldermen,  who  shall  respectively 
preserve  and  record  the  same.  Each  branch  of  the  city 
council  shall  judge  of  the  legality  of  the  election  of  any  per- 
son who  shall  be  returned  as  a  member  thereof,  and  the  city 
council  shall  have  full  power  to  pass  all  laws  to  enable  them 
to  come  to  just  decision  upon  a  contested  election.  Each 
branch  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  its  own 
members,  by  reasonable  penalties,  and  to  make  all  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  orderly  and  regular  conduct  of  business. 
Each  branch  may  punish  any  member  for  disorderly  behavior, 
and  with  the  consent  of  three-fourths  of  the  whole  number 
of  its  members,  may  expel  a  member. 

20.  The  said  commissioners  for  all  the  wards,  or  a  majority 
of  the  commissioners  for  each  ward,  shall  meet,  on  the  day 
after  the  election,  at  the  chamber  of  the  common  council,  or

shall  decide;  and  they  shall  make  out  certificates  thereof, 
respectively,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  delivered  to  the  per- 
sons elected,  respectively;   and  duplicates  thereof  to  the 
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clerk  of  each  branch  of  the  city  council :  and  should  the  May  adjourn 
commissioners  not  be  able  to  finish  adding  and  comparing 
the  votes  in  one  day,  they  shall  adjourn  until  the  n.ext  day, 
when  the  same  shall  be  completed. 

21.  Whenever  taxes  upon  real  property,  or  other  claims  Power  to  collect 
or  charges  upon  real  property  within  the  city,  shall  be  due  ^r  the  same 
and  owing  to  the  city  council,  and  the  proprietor  shall  fail  to 
discharge  the  same,  the  city  council,  after  giving  the  party 

ten  days'  notice  when  he  resides  within  the  city,  sixty  days' 
notice  when  he  resides  out  of  the  city  and  in  the  United 
States,  and  after  six  months'  publication  in  the  newspapers 
when  he  resides  out  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  empowered 
to  recover  the  said  taxes  or  debts,  by  motion  in  the  county 
or  circuit  court  of  Alexandria  county :  and  provided  it  shall  How  judgment 
appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  such  taxes  or  forced08  en  *  * 
claims  are  justly  due,  judgment  shall  be  granted,  and  an  exe- 
cution shall  issue  thereupon,  with  the  costs  of  suit,  against 
the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  defaulter,  if  any  can  be  found 
in  the  city ;  it*  not,  the  whole  property  upon  which  the  tax 
or  claim  is  due  shall,  by  order  of  the  court,  be  leased  out  at 
public  auction  for  the  shortest  term  of  years  that  may  be 
offered,  on  condition  that  the  lessee  pay  the  arrearages  and 
the  future  tax  during  -the  term,  and  the  costs,  and  be  at 
liberty  to  remove  all  his  improvements  at  the  expiration  of 
the  lease:  provided  always,  that  the  city  council  may  pro-  Proviso 
secutfe  any  other  remedy  by  action  for  the  recovery  of  the 
said  taxes,  and  all  other  taxes  and  claims,  which  is  now  pos- 
sessed or  allowed.     * 

22.  Tenements  and  lots  of  ground  within  the  city  of  Alex-  sale  of  real  e»- 
andria,  on  which  taxes,  assessments  or  charges  remain  due  tote  for  taxea 
and  unpaid  to  the  city  council  of  the  said  city,  for  the  space 

of  two  years,  or  shall  hereafter  remain  due  and  unpaid  for

more  than  the  taxes,  assessments  or  charges  due,  and  the  ex- 
penses of  sale ;  and  that,  if  within  two  years  from  the  day  of 
sale,  the  proprietor  or  proprietors  of  such  lot,  his  or  their 
heirs,  representatives  or  agents,  shall  pay  to  such  purchaser 
or  to  the  mayor  the  money  paid  for  such  taxes,  assessments 
or  charges  and  expenses  as  aforesaid,  with  ten  per  centum 
per  annum  as  interest  thereon,  or  make  a  tender  of  the  same 
within  two  years  next  after  he  or  she  shall  be  reinstated  in 
his,  her  or  their  original  title :  but  if  no  such  tender  be  made 
within  two  years  next  after  such  sale,  then  the  purchaser  shall 
pay  the  balance  of  the  purchase  money  of  such  lot  or  lots, 
or  such  part  or  parts  thereof  as  may  have  been  sold,  into  the 
treasury  of  the  city  council,  where  it  shall  remain,  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  proprietor  or  proprietors,  or  his  or  their 
How  tuie  to  lots  legal  representatives :  and  the  purchaser,  on  the  payment  of 
may  beacqufred  the  whole  amount  of  the  purchase  money,  shall  receive  a  title 
to  the  said  lot  or  lots,  or  such  part  or  parts  thereof,  in  fee 
simple,  from  the  mayor,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  his

23.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  pass  laws  autho- 
rizing the  collectors  to  collect  the  taxes  due  the  corporation, 
by  distress  or  otherwise,,  in  like  manner  as  the  sheriff  is 
authorized  to  collect  taxes  due  the  commonwealth. 

24.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  impair

parallel  with  West  street,  to  the  south  line  of  King  street, 
extended ;  thence,  in  a  straight  line,  to  a  point  in  the  line  di- 
viding the  counties  of  Fairfax  and  Alexandria  from  each 
other,  ten  feet  west  of  Hoofs  run ;  thence  southerly,  parallel 
to  and  distant  ten  feet  from  Hoofs  run  to  the  middle  of 
Hunting  creek ;  thence,  with  the  middle  of  Hunting  creek, 
into  the  Potomac  river;  thence,  up  the  said  river  to  the 
beginning.

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  assembly,  That  the  sixth  charter  of  Dan- 
and  ninth  sections  of  an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  the  act  vm° amendcd 
entitled  an  act  amending  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Dan- 
ville, passed  March  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four, 
and   incorporating   intp  one  all  acts  amendatory  thereof, 
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passed  December  fifteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five, 
be  amended  and  re-enacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"  $  6.  The  corporate  powers  of  the  town  of  Danville  shall 
be  vested  in  a  board,  called  "the  council  of  the  town  of 
Danville ;"  which  shall  be  composed  of  eight  members,  who 
shall  be  freeholders  in  said  corporation,  any  five  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business." 

"  $  9.  In  all  elections  for  officers  of  the  corporation,  every 
white  male  citizen  of  the  commonwealth,  who  shall  have 
resided  in  the  said  town  for  the  space  of  twelve  months  im- 
mediately preceding  the  day  of  election  then  to  be  held,  and 
paid  the  cbrporation  tax  of  that  preceding  year  (if  he  shall 
have  been  assessed  with  any),  shall  have  the  right  to  vote, 
and  be  eligible  as  a  member  of  the  council  (if  he  be  a  free- 
holder in  the  corporation),  and  of  the  court  of  hustings ;  and 
in  all  other  elections,  those  who  are  qualified  to  vote  for  mem- 
bers of  the  general  assembly  shall  be  permitted  to  vote."

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Chap.  157 .—An  ACT  amending  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  ScoUsrille, 
in  the  County  of  Albemarle. 

Paraed  February  28, 18GG. 

Be  it  enacted,  That  an  act  to  prescribe  the  mode  of 
electing  trustees  for  the  town  of  Scottsville,  in  the  county  of 
Albemarle,  and  vesting  them  with*  corporate  powers,  passed 
March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  be  amended 
and  re-enacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

"I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia, 
That  the  town  of  Scottsville,  lying  partly  in  the  county  of 
Albemarle,  and  partly  in  the  county  of  Fluvanna,  as  the  same 
has  heretofore  been  laid  off  into  lots,  streets  and  alleys,  and 
as  the  same  may  be  hereafter  further  laid  off  and  extended  ' 
into  lots,  streets  and  alleys,  including  the  addition  made 
thereto  by  the  act  entitled  an  act  to  enlarge  the  town  of 
Scottsville,  in  the  county  of  Albemarle,  passed  March  twenty- 
second,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,  and  all  that  portion 
of  the  county  of  Albemarle  included  within  a  line  commencing 
at  lot  number  one  hundred  and  seventy-six,  and  running  nine 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  to  a  corner  of  Captain  John  T.  Blair's 
field ;  thence  one  thousand  and  thirty-two  feet,  to  a  corner 
on  the  land  of  P.  F.  Jefferson,  deceased ;  thence  one  thou- 
sand four  hundred  and  ten  feet,  to  the  corporation  line  at  lot 
number  forty-nine — shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  made  a 
town  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  The  Town  of 
Scottsville,  in  the  county  of  Albemarle ;  and  by  that  name 
and  style,  shall  have  and  exercise  the  powers  hereinafter 
granted. 

"  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  for  the  better  Government

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  assembly  of  the  state  of 
Virginia,  That  Samuel  M.  Wilson,  Asa  Rogers,  W.  S.  Barton, 
R.  L.  Montague,  Lewis  D.  Crenshaw,  Lewis  E.  Harvie,  W. 
F.  Price,  and  all  such  persons  as  they  may  associate  with 
themselves,  are  hereby^reated  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
under  the  name  of  The  Virginia  Land  and  Aid  Immigration 
Company ;  for  the  following  purposes : 

First — To  induce  and  encourage  the  immigration,  into  Vir- 
ginia, of  laborers  for  hire,  and  to  provide  for  the  employment 
of  such  laborers  upon  their  arrival,  and  until  they  shall  be 
prepared  to  provide  for  themselves. 

Second — To  induce  and  encourage  the  immigration,  from 
abroad,  of  persons  desiring  to  lease  or  purchase  lands  in  Vir- 
ginia, and  to  provide  such  lands  for  them.

to  store  goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  and  grant  certificates  storage,  &c 
therefor,  in  such  form  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  the  said  company  may  from  time  to  time  by  by-laws  pre- 
scribe ;  and  to  transport  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  either  Transportation 
by  land  or  water,  and  make,  grant  and  issue  fire,  marine  and 
other  protective  policies  of  insurance. 

9.  The  said  company  shall  have  power,  and  may  contract,  May  contract  in 
at  or  near  any  port  of  entry  in  the  United  States,  Europe  or  pSrtI?!wccept in 
elsewhere,  except  Africa,  with  any  person  whatsoever,  for  the  Africa,  for  la-

thentication and  recordation  of  deeds  and  other  writings. 

10.  All  drafts,  orders,  checks  or  other  paper  of  the  said

Chap.  184. — An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Virginia  and  North  Carolina 
Land,  Emigration  and  Colonization  Society. 

leased  February  8, 18CC. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  That  Virginia  and 
William  Mahone,  George  Blow,  junior,  Gilbert  5.  Walker,  ^iTp 
Kader  Biggs,  Samuel  M.  Wilson,  James  E.  Barry,  E.  C.  «<>" and  «>Toni- 
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Lindsey,  G.  W.  Camp,  W.  W.  Wing,  E.  C.  Robinson,  George 
Sangster,  .G.  W.  Grice,  Marshall  Parks,  Henry  Kimberly, 
Samuel  R.  Borum,  J.  W.  Hinton  and  James  Y.  Leigh,  and 
others  who  may  associate  under  this  act,  are  hereby  created 
and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  The  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  Land,  Immi- 
gration and  Colonization  Society;  and  by  that  name,  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  law 
and  equity  in  this  state;  to  make  and  have  a  common  seal, 
find  to  alter  and  amend  the  same  art  pleasure ;  to  ordain  and 
establish  such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations,  and  gene- 
rally to  do  every  act  and  thing  necessary  to  carry  into  effect 
this  act,  or  to  promote  the  object  and  design  of  this  corpo- 
ration, not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

2.  To  establish  agencies  in  Europe  or  elsewhere,  for  the 
purpose  of  encouraging,  assisting  and  transporting  emigrants 
and  settlers  to  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  or  wherever  they 
may  be  disposed  to  locate  within  the  limits  of  the  United 
States. 

3.  To  establish  or  control  one*  or  more  lines  of  steamers 
or  sailing  vessels  from  Norfolk  to  one  or  more  ports  in  En- 
rope  or  elsewhere,  if  such  should  be  found  conducive  to  the 
objects  of  this  corporation. 

4.  To  contract  for,  purchase  and  hold  lands  located  in  the 
states  of  Virginia  and  Nortji  Carolina,  for  the  purppse  of 
settlement  and  colonization,  at  no  one  time  exceeding  in 
amount  twenty-five  thousand  acres  in  either  state,  with  power 
to  sell  or  lease  the  same  to  actual  settlers,  and  ail  such  other 
lands  as  may  come  under  their  control,  by  lease  or  consign- 
ment, by  the  owners  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  set- 
tlement. But  at  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  the  passage 
of  this  act,  the  said  company  shall  not  be  allowed  to  purchase 
or  hold  any  other  lands  or  other  real  estate,  except  such  as 
may  be  acquired  under  the  fifth  section  of  this  act,  until  the 
quantity  then  held  by  the  said  company  shall  be  reduced  be-

6.  To  make  insurances  upon  vessels,  freights,  leases,  mer- 
chandise, specie,  bullion,  profits  or  commissions,  and  all  inte- 
rests or  property  of  emigrants  or  settlers  coming  to  this 
country,  or  remitting  funds  or  property  to  Europe  or  else 
where,  and  to  enjoy  and  exercise  all  the  powers,  privileges, 
immunities  and  profits  granted  by  law  to  express  companies; 
in  the  care  and  safe  transmission  of  the  money*  and  effects 
of  all  persons  placing  themselves  or  their  property  under 
the  control  of  this  corporation. 
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7.  To  receive  money  on  deposit,  and  grant  certificates  May  receive  mo- 
therefor,  and  to  draw,  sell,  buy  or  negotiate  bills  of  exchange,  %*  on  deporit» 
in  accordance  with  the  conditions  set  forth  in  sections  four, 

fiye  and  six,  chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  Code  of  Virginia ;  and 
to  enforce,  according  to  the  laws  of  this  state,  all  contracts 
and  obligations  made  and  entered  into  with  emigrants,  for  all 
advances  made,  or  expenses  incurred  for  passage  or  supplies, 
according  to  the  legal  tenor  and  effect  thereof. 

8.  The  capital  stock  of  this  company  shall  not  be  less  than  Capital

1.  "Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  assembly,  That  Thomas  G. 
C.  Davis,  John  B.  Evans,  Edward  t)udley  Ragland,  John  N. 
Davis,  Nathaniel  F.  Bo  we,  Lawrence  R.  Davis,  William  H. 
Walker  and  Joseph  J.  White,  and  such  other  persons  as 
shall  hereafter  become  associated  with  them,  be  and  they  are 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  The 
American  Immigration  and  Land  Company;  and  by  that 
name,  shall  have  succession  for  a  period  of  twenty  years; 
and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all 
courts,  by  their  corporate  name ;  shall  have  a  seal,  and  may 
alter  the  same  at  pleasure.

T.  Kempe,  or  any  three  or  more  of  them,  shall  be  and  they 
are  hereoy  authorized  to  open  books  of  subscription  to  form

mercial Company  of  the  City  of  Norfolk;  for  the  purpose  of  Purposes  of

Whitlock  and  David  Jordan,  and  such  other  persons  as  they 
may  associate  with  them,  and  their  successors,  are  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  The  Virginia  Guano  Company;  and  by  that  name, 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead 
and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  and  places ;  have  a  common

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  assembly,  That  the  third  *  3  of  charter  of 
section  of  the  act  passed  March  fifteenth,  eighteen  hundred  ^SpSny8UUJ 
and  fifty-eight,*  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Virginia  amended 
slate  company  in  the  counties  of  Albemarle  and  Buckingham,

Whereas  the  toll  bridge  across  the  Mattapony  river  at  Dun-  rreambie 
kirk,  in  King  <fc  Queen  county,  erected  T>y  Archer  Brown,  by 
virtue  of  an  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  passed  on 
the  tenth  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,

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come  subscribers  to  the  capital  stock  hereby  created,  find 
such  as  shall  hereafter  become  subscribers  or  stockholders  in 
the  said  corporation,  are  hereby  created  and  declared  to  be  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  The

H.  C.  Ellis,  John  Robinson  [anooc®mJSIiy  • 
and  C.  L.  Cole,  and  others  who  may  associate  under  this  a/5t,    corpo 
and  their  successors,  are  hereby  created  and  declared  to  be  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  The 
Virginia  and  North  Carolina  Accident  Insurance  Company ; 
and  by  the  same  name,  shall  have  perpetual  succession ;  shall 
make  and  establish  a  common  seal,  with  the  privilege  of  al-

S.  Cottrell,  Hugh  W.  Fry,  William  E.  Tanner,  David  S.  Wat-  / 
son,  A.  S.  Watts,  J.  Steinbock,  and  all  other  persons  who 
may  be  hereafter  associated  with  them  in  the  manner  herein- 
after provided,  and  their  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
The  Life  Insurance  Company  of  the  State  of  Virginia, 
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2.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  have  power  to 
make  all  and  every  insurance  connected  with  or  appertaining

Xo.  1.— Joint  Resolutions  approving  the  Policy  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  in  reference  to  the  Reconstruction  of  the  Union. 

Adopted  February  6, 1806. 

1.  Resolved  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  That  the  Policy  of  presi- 
people  of  this  commonwealth,  and  their  representatives  here  sut^approved 
assembled,  cordially  approve  the  policy  pursued  by  Andrew 

Johnson,  president  of  the  United  States,  i#  the  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  Union.  We  accept  the  result  of  the  late  contest, 
and  do  not  desire  to  renew  what  has  been  so  conclusively 
determined ;  nor  do  wo  iriean  to  permit  any  one,  subject  to 
our  control,  to  attempt  its  renewal,  or  to  violate  any  of  our 
obligations  to  the  United  States  government.  We  mean  to 
co-operate  in  the  wise,  firm  and  just  policy  adopted  by  the 
president,  with  all  the  energy  and  power  we  <;an  devote  to 
that  object. 

2.  That  the  above  declaration  expresses  the  sentiments  and  concurrence  in 
purposes  of  all  our  people;  and  we  denounce  the  efforts  of  ***  ^piTnt  °f 
those  who  represent  our  views  and  intentions  to  be  different, 

as  cruel  and  criminal  assaults  on  our  character  and  our  inte- 
rests. It  is  one  of  the  misfortunes  of  our  present  political  Misreprcscnta- 
condition,  that  we  have  among  us  persons  whose  interests  are tlon8 
temporarily  promoted  by  such  false  representations ;  but  we 
rely  on  the  intelligence  and  integrity  of  those  who  wield  the 
powers  of  the  United  States  government,  for  our  safeguard 
against  such  malign  influences.

of  the  United  States  and  themselves — relations  which  it  is

*  lands,  the  destruction  of  their  farming  implements,  the  carry- 
ing off  of  their  stock,  the  burning  of  their  buildings,  the 
disorganization  and  loss  of  their  farm  labor,  the  general  failure 
of  their  wheat  crop,  and  the  scarcity  of  any  circulating  me- 
dium, the  people  of  Virginia  are  greatly  impoverished-— and 
to  pay,  at  one  time,  the  direct  tax  of  August,  eighteen  hun-
